Periodto reporta were eubnttted in thia caae by New Tork, the offioe of 
origin, and auxtliary offioea, and the caae waa cloaed by report fron 
the New Tork offiee dated April 22, 1948,'^Inveatigation indícated that 
Hart waa eonaidered pro-Faaotat, pro-Franoo, and waa aynpathetic with 
the Anerica Firat Oroup • There ia no infomation in Bufilea indtoattng 
that he wai or ia at the preaent tine aynpathetio to the Conminiat Fartu.

Inc., formerly known as the New ïork State Economlc Council publishes a 
semi-monthly "Economic Council Letter" and a monthly "Economic Council 
Revlew of Books." The Economic Council letters pxirport to set forth 
the organization’s vieve toward economic and political matters of current 
interest. A review of several of these publications dating from 1937 
to 1951 reflects that the organization has always taken a strong 
anti-Communist view. During the period immediately prior to World War 
| II several of these publications indicated that the National Economic 
Council, Inc., was strongly in favor of the pro-Franco forces in 
Spaln, as a result of which the organization has been described by 
Communist publications and individuals as a "Fascist" group. 

There is no ínformation in any of the publications óf, thia 
organization indicating that it is Communist lnfiltrated, influenced, 
or controlled. ~ 

As of possible interest it was reliably reported that^Kn 
s, November 6. 19^2, Merwin Kimball Hart, Sr., filed a million dollar N 
lifcêl■> suix against the organization "Friends of Democracy, Inc.," 
j in Utica. New ïork, for allegedly calling hlm a "qulsling" and, among 
other things, alleging that he was disseminating pro-Franco propaganda. 
The suit was reportedly discontlnued in late 19*+^, the tenns of which 
__ were not revealed. All pertinent information concerriing Merwin Kimball

Review of Books." A review of publicatlons frora 1937 to 1951 
reflected a stvong anticommunist stand. The publications 
indicated that the organization was pro-Franco during 
the Spanish Civil War and coramunist publications described 
the National Economic Council, Incorporated, as a "fascist" 
group. No investigation conducted by Bureau. — - 

"Economic Council Letter" purported to be a communist 
leader's confidential report to the Kremlin masters. Fublisher 
does not vouch for its authenticity "but the acuteness of the 
author's observations and the accuracy of his deductions ëhould 
be considered by every Araerican." 

Contents of "Letter" generally concerned ways and 
means communisra will succecd in llnited States and what 
accomplishments have been made to reach this objective. 

Correspondent's attachment is typical oí propaganda 
currently being disseminated by citizens' councils and could 
very well be a "plant" as correspondent has indicated.

Reference ls made to the attached ietter dated April 22, 1958, from 
* /the above-captioned indivldual. Along with his letter Hart enclosed the March l5 and 
April 1, 1958, lssues or^Economic Council Letter" whlch he issues. TheApríïl"" 
V íssue contaíns a verbatim reprlnt from the'Dlréctor’s book, "Masters of Deceit." 
This reprint concerns the section vdiich discusses how the Unlted States would fare 
under a communist government. The MarCh 15 issue is entitled "Tht&Jews In Our 
Midst,

In his letter he comments favorably concerning "Masters ol Deceit" 
but says that sevëral members of thé-National Economic Coimcil have written to him 
indlcating that they couid not reconcile chapter 19(which deals wlth communism and 
Judaism)with the rémainder oí the book). Hart makes special referencë-to the 
Director’s statement on page 257 that some of the most effective opposltion to 
communism in thls country has come from Jewish organizations. Hart then statesT 
*Tt would be interesting to receive any suggestions from you as to how we mlght answe 
these letters. "

It ls believed that Hart's letter should not be acknowledged. He 
obvlously ls trying to secure a quotation from the Director concerning Judaism and 
communism which he can then send to members of his organizatlon. Bufile 100-12899*? 
reflects that Hart was a subject of a security-type investlgation by the Bureau initiated 
in 1942, when lnformation was recelved indicatlng that Hart was an indivldual being 
paid at that time by General Franco of Spain. InvestigationJiídicated that Hart was 
considered profascist, pro-Franco and was sympa^hefjtfwith the America First Droup 
Hart was shown as President of the National Economic Coimcil, founded by him in 
1931. The enclosure to his letter entitled "The Jews^In^Dúr Midst" indicates that he 
and his group are hostlle to Jewish influence in the Unltec^States. He seems worried 
that Chapter 19 of the book is contrary to this issue of his j>a^er.

WORK DONE 


We believc this country is suffering from to- 
tnany hasty laws and too much governmen 
mcddiing. We thcrefore reckon our succcs 
quite as much in terins of tnischicf we hav 
blocked as in terms of laws wc have pushec' 
Some things we liave done in thc past are: 


Educational Advisory Committec: Five n: 
tionaily known cducators made a two-yca 
study of thc cost and ipiality of public cdua 
tion in certain Ncw Vork citics. School at 
thorities consider their rcports highly irapo: 
tant. They werc a factor leading to thc ap 
pointment hy the Board of Rcgcnu of ii 
Committce to make a statc-widc study. Thi 
Committec will shortly make its report. 





C Jrol of Youth Amcndment: tVe tagged 
tf- sotallfd 'Viu'íd labor" amendnicnt witli 
this trucr title and exposetl its insintcrc char- 
acter. We rnadc first-hand invcstigations of 
daims of diiid labor in Caroiina and Mass- 
achusetts, and proved them unfounded. Dc- 
feat of this amcndincnt in the Ncw York State - 
lcgislature meant its defeat in the nation, and 
the blocking ol anotber costly governmcnt bu- 
reau with infinitely dangerous power ovcr aU 
persons up to 18. Miss Dorothy Thompson 
wrote ihat thc Coundi was one of the two 
factors responsible for its dcfcat. 

Funded Debt of New York: In 198S-36 we 
made carcful studies and diarts of the growth 
of the state debt,—-wídely distríbutcd among 
business men, studcnts and ecoaoraists. 

Change of Flseal Year; The statc's fiscal 
year now bcgins July Ist. We urged a change 
to April lst, ncarer the date of the adoption of 
ihe btidget and the colleetion of taxes. The 
Moffat Commission has just adopted this. 

Pay-as-you-go Basis: Wc havc unremittingly 
urged an end to state bond issucs and that the 
state should go on a pay-as you-go basis. Tltis 
has now bccome the dtief recommendation of 
the Moffat Commission. 

Opposition to Subvcrsive Groupst Trac- 
ing crackpot govcrninent spcnding and un- 
workuble legislation to their sourcc, we have 
fótind ourselvcs arrayed against subvcrsive rad- 
ical groups, Some of otir more conservative 
mcmbers fonnerly disagrced with tts on tltis.

Radio and Platform Speeches : Wc have 
broadcast over all ihe big chains, have debated 
on the placform and ovcr thc air, and have 
sponsored many talks at public and private 
mcetings. We act as a dearing liousc of in- 
formation for raore and more aroused citizcns 

Committce for American Prirate Enter- 
prise: Wc have popularizcd the term "privatc 
entcrprise," and brought it into general use. 
Since 1935, wc havc carricd on a campaign foi 
ihe revival of private enterprise, through na- 
tional radio-chains, mcetings, and committcc 
work. We believe we have led the country 
to realize that saving private enterprise is thc 
grcat problem of the day. 

WORK IN HAND 

In January and February, 1938, we have en 
gagcd in tlie following major activitics: 

Control-of-Youth Amendment: Again wc 
opposcd this at Albany. The Assembly de 
íeated it by an evcn Iarger margin than lasi 
ycar. 

State Budget: Wc opposed Covernor Ixh 
man's budget that is higher even than tasi 
•* ycar. The Council was practically the onlj 
organization that appcarccl at thc hearing tc 
proicsi this 1386,000.000 spending program.

Pr )ling'ra»e-of-wagc Law: \Vea»kcrfíor 
rep ^.,1 of thls tncgstirr whicli adds tcns of mil- 
lions each ycar to the cost of public works in 
New York Sute; and by pegging the cost of 
private construction at a high rate effectivdy 
keeps the construction industry at a low point. 
This results in kccping men out of work, re- 
Iief costs high, and recovery retardcd. 

Norris Amendmenf: Wc opposed before the 
Judiciary Commitlec of the U. S. Senate the 
Norris amcndmcnt to thc Fcderal Consdtution. 
This bill secks to abolish the thrce carefully- 
diought-out metliods of araending thc Constt- 
tution and to substitute as a sole metliod the 
ratification of amcndmcnts by putting tliem on 
thc state ballot at a gencral clection, Thc 
jokcr in tliis is lliat rarcly mort; than 15% to 
25% of tlte voters cver votc on suclt issues at 
all. and an amendmcnt could be put ovcr by 
a well regimcntcd minority. This mcasure is 
almost as dangcrous as thc court packing plan 
of last year. Fcw people know about it. 

• • • 

A quarter of our national income is now 
taken by govemraent in taxes. It will run 
morc tlian a quarter tlvis year. if the slump 
continucs. This means that citizens have less 
to spend for themselves. Meantime, govcm- 
ment, through stiRing rcstrictions on busincss, 
is making it more diflicult for citizens to carn 
any raoney at all. 

This hasn't just happcncd. Wc are eon- 
vinced that the govcmment in Washington and 
in many states has come undcr the influencc 
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oC a'group of radícais who takc their c> 't 
from Moscow. / 

Senator Copeiand's Committee on Commercí 
of the United States Senare has indicated tha 
Communtsm controls our merchant marine 
Communistic minds have written somc roos 
vïtal laws. Both major partics at Albany nov 
seem to be bidding for the Gommunistic sup 
port of the American Labor Party. 

These forccs in our nation will not die o 
themsclvcs. EventnaXly, tíiey are doomed. Bu 
unless wc rousc oursr.Ives now in defense, ihe' 
will give us a bad time. In National Prohi 
bition, we had a sharp lesson of how a wcll 
organized tuiuority with a dear purpose cat 
put ovcr dangcrous legislation. It took u 
fourteen years to put prohibition out of busi 
iiess. These forces are infinitely more dangct 
ous. Rccovery cannot take placc until tíie 
are exposed and put lo rout. 

Thcrc is work to bc donc by an aggressiv 
and well-tnformed body like thc Council. I 
keen business man receatíy said, "If there wer 
no New York State Ecotiomic Council, w 
would have to form onc.” 

This is no time to tum our eycs away íror 
ugly facts.

DON'T LET DOWN THE BARS-RAISE fHEM HIGHER. 


Tbe foHowmg letler was mailei Friday, April 22, 1938 /o 
each United States Seuator and Representative in Congress. 


Deat Sir: 

Tlif New Votk Statc Econoioic Council ptolcsts xgainst the letting down o/ the immigration ba« fot the 
putpose of admitting reíugees ftom Europe. Instead wc ask the Congrcss lo adopt even more rigid restiíctions 
—to plug tlic holes tlicough which wc fear persons are now slipping nnUwfully into thís country. We think indeed 
it would be well fot the American people ií for a period of fivc years not u single immigrant were permittcd to 
enter the Unitcd States. 

On March 2Sth, 1938, following the union of Ausltia aml Gctniany and in anlicipation of the forcing 

out of Austtia of certain rcsidcnts of that counlry, thc President of thc United Stat es stated publidy that Ainerica 

would opcn its arms to tlic opprcsscd of thc earth. Secretary Hull said something to tlie siroc effect. 

To Cariy out this plan Ihere ate now two bills before Congrcss — (he O’Toole Bill (H.R. 624S) and 
ihe Gellar Bill (H.R. 1001}). 

Thc O'Toole Bill providcs "thaí notwitlishinding any provision ol the laws, consular visas may be issued 
to any alien in any country whom Ihe consul finds is of a class of persons iti suíii country who íre being 
peisecuted on account of their race. color or political or religious bcliefs ..." Tbe only exception is persons 
ineligible lo citirenship m tlie Uniied Slates (a liinited dass) or inadmissible 'On accourn of inental or physical 
condition. 

Thc Celkr Bill defines a religious or political rcfugec us "any alien wlio in his last place of rcsidencc 

or place nf abode outsidc tlie United States has bcen subjccT to prosecution, pcrsonal abusc or indignity, economic 

boycott, or social ostiacism because of lus roligious or pohtical beliefs or practices, or because of his raciai origin '' 
The Bill ihen says that "Any such alien, otherwisc admissible to the United Statcs under the immigration laws, 
shall not be subject to cxdusion as * pcrson likcly to beconoe » public charge, .in assisted alien, a peison whose 
passage lias bcen paid by another. illiteracy, or as a person under sixteen years of agc unaccompanied." 

Thcn on March 30, 1938 Congrcssman Dickstein mtroduced H. J. Res. 637- a jomt resolution "for thc relicf 
of political antl rdigious refugces.'* Tliis resoluliim perroits a kind of saving up of any surplus of any quota for any 
country for the fiscal year cnding June 30, 1918. »ml pcrmits the Sccretaries of Stitc, Commcrcc and Labot, to rc- 
distributc tliis aggregate to any country Ihcy plcase, and in whatcver manner thcse Secrelarics dctermine lo be 'bcsl 
suited to facilitatc the immigration of otherwise admissible alien political or religious rcfugccs." 

Thece can be no qucstion of tlie purposc or cffect of these ineasures. They would lear dowu alinost loiii 
pletely the bats against undcsirablc itnmigration. They would bring ïnto thc Unired States (aiong, no doubt, with 
some desirable persons) i group of Europc's worst agitators. They would be fucl to the flarr.es of red intrigue 
here in the Unitcd States. 

Hearings had bcen sct on thc thicc abovc Bills for April 20—22, and we had applied to be hcard in oppo- 
sition to them. Suddenly word readied us tlwt tlie hearmgs had been indefinitely postponcd. 

Nexf day we read that a conferencc at thc Whitc House had discussed the mcthod oí admitting tliese aliens 
and that the conferencc had bcen attcnded, among othcrs, by Secrctary PerktnS. Henr/ Morgenthau, Rabbi Stcphcn 
S. Wíse, Prof. Joseph Chatnbetlain, Bctnatd Baruch and Sarnucl Cavcrt of the Fedcral Council of Churchcs. 

Wc are unable to Jearn what course is going to bc follnwed. But it is apparently the determination of the 
Administration to force the admittance of large numbers of thesc so-called refugees froru Austria and probably 
from Spain. 

We Ufge you to refuse to pass any bills that will make sudi immigration possiblc We urge you to tike 
ail steps necessary to prevent die cnttance into the United States of any of thcsc undcsirable persons by unlawful 
means. s 





'We liavc two reasom. 

. ' 

Thc first is tlie obvious cconornic reason. No one is moro clear than the President in pointing out the h 
mcntablc amount af cmployment in tbe United Statcs. In alrnost evcry section busincss is down—incomcs aie 
down—disroLiiagemeot is rife. And tliese conditions are getting worsc ratlier thao bettcr. Alrcady in ordet to 
prime tlic pump thc President lias recomtuended a five billion dollar spending progtam. ln New York City on 
April 3, 1938, Grcatcr Ncw Yorfc pund whitli is cndcavoring to raisc moncy lo assist loal charitics slates that 
half of all the youth of Ncw York City betwcen thc ages of sixteen and tweoty-four wexe without work and with- 
Out opportunity. 

Under thcsc ciicumstaoces it is unthinkablc that we sliould bring to our shorcs any of tiic rcfugecs from othcr 
lands If wc cannot Ukc care of our own, how can w c possibJy takc care of tiiose that belong in othct lands. Is it 
not folly to attcmpt it— patticularly since all other nations on carth, as we are adviscd, arc strict in prcvcnting the 
entrance into their countncs of iminigtants frora other countries? 

If such immigration werc attempted the wotkcrs of tlie Uniteci Statcs would be thc greatcst suffercrs. Thcrc 
would bc just so many more persons to compcte witli them for the limitcd numbcr of jobs that cxist today. These 
biils or any otlier bills to effectuaic thc sarae purpose, would stiike a blow at cvcry working man’s home in the land. 

Our second reason is tliat many of those wlio would comc ín under the proposed lctting down of the imttugn- 
tion bars arc penons who have bccn disturbers and agitators in their own land. Thaf prcsumably is thc vcry reason 
why the ordctly govcrnments of those countries do not want thcm. 

Some of our larger cities, notably New York, now seethe with agitation againsl tlie Amcrican System. Any 
oí you who attcnd sudi a Wl’A show as "One-niird of a Nation" at the Adclphi Theatre in New York Gty will 
notc that appaiently people of this kind constitute a substantial part of the audiencc. Reliablc obscrvers at commu- 
nist mcctings in Madison Squace Gardcn rcport that the Jargcst pari of thc audience is of tiut central and castern 
Buropean type that has long «gitatcd in many lands against whatevcr ordcrly form of governmcnt may exisL 

On these grounds Sir, wc urge you to votc against any bill that will lel dowti tlie bars. 

Wc a»k that instead ihe Congress invcstigate teccnt viohtions of the immigration laws. Accotding to thc 
tensus of 1930 there wcrc thcn morc than six million aliens in thc United Statcs. Unquestionably many of thcsc 
arc today on relief. Thc late Commissioner of Immigration, Col, Daniel R. MacCormadc, statcd that therc were 
twenty tliousand criminal aliens m the Unitcd States who rould not be dcported becausc of thc inadequacy of the 
imraigtation faws. 

The situation has bcen rendered more giave by thc rccenl rcporting to the Scnale of tiic Dies BiU, whith has 
alrcady passcd the House ond wliich would in effcct grant an amncsty to a vast army oí alien habitual criminals. 
Thc passage of this bitl would makc thc United Statcs the laughing-stock of the woild in relatkm to its dcaling with 
alien cciminals. 

Thc passage of tlic O'Toolc and Ccllar bills, and oí the Diekstcin Resolution, or any of them, or of any 
substifutcs for them, would mcrely add to the group of forcign agitators now raising hcll for the pcople of the 
United Statcs. 


This i$ no timc to bring m frcsh alicns—but rather to rid ourselves o/ tJiose alrcady hcre who arc a public 
chargc, if not a public mcoacc- 

It is timc to build up America for Amcricaníl

What About the Church League for Industrial Democracy 
and thc Radical Movement in the 
Episcopal Church?

Convcntion of the Protestant Episcopal 

Church at Cincinnati: 

You have found on vour Convention program 
that an organization called the Chureh Lcaguc for 
Industríal Democracy is scheduled to have a 
speaker almost every day for the period írom 
twelve-fifteen to one o'dock P. M. 

We are sure that you will wish to know (if you 
happen twt to know) about this Church League 
for Industrial Democracy—what it ts—wl\at its 
antccedents are—what it wants. 

The purpose of this lcaflct is to teli you. 

* 0 * 

Fot twenty years and longer, there has been a 
world-wide movement toward radicalism—toward 
Communism—toward world revolution. This is no 
mere fiction—it is a fact. It is nol accidentai—it 
m carefully planned by somc of thc most astutc and 
thorough planners thc niodem world has seen. lc 
is thc oirect work of thc “Third Intentadonale” 
in Moscow. 

The Third Internaiionale js that political body 
that several years ago openly launched its plan to 
bring the entire world under the control of Mos- 
cow. If you will look on the editorial paae of thc 
Communist Daily V/orker, publishcd in Ncw York 
City, you will find the legend (under the haintner 
and sicklc)—“Central Organ, Communist Party, 
U.S.A. (Sectton of Commurust Intemationale.)” 

We fully recogtu'ze that many good people who 
are capablc in their own affarrs, smile at tltc idea 
that a revolution could be carried out tn the Llnitcd 
States. 

But listen to George E. Sokolsky, ttarionally 
known coiumníst, who tclls us of the sintilar scepti- 
cistn which he notcd everywhere in Moscow in thc 
sutnmer and faJl of 1917, on the very cve of the 
Russian catadysm: 


"Evcry mght the cafcs chantants were fillcd with 
the bourgeoÍMe They were still eating cavur and drinlc 
ing champaRne Thc artisu sang huroorou» song* about 
Lent'n and TiottLy, and thc burinctt mcn applauded 
wich merrimcitt They would make money, diey íelt, 
no matter what kind of policician was in power. 

'Tn the end ihey had nothing. Their propexty. their 
huma» riglits, evcn their lives were taken ftom thein. I 
met many of thrir wivc* .ind daughtcr» later in Harbin 
and Peking and Shangltai wherc they were forced tu 
carn their living by the only means left to them." 

In thc ttghc of such a. tragic historic prcccdent, 
is it prudent for us Americans to be scomful of 
our own Communist schemers? 

Naturally. the American people are not flo st'm- 
plc that Communisni can be “sold" to them under 
that label. No onc knows this better than thc Com- 
munist. Hence these radicals Ivave organúed, or 
have captured the control of, sevcral hundred or- 
ganizattons under all sorts of namcs—some of them 
quitc appealing. Mr. Walter Steelc, acring for the 
Amcrican Coalition of Patriottc Societtes, in Dc- 
cember 1934, laid beforc a committee of Congress 
the names of over 600 such organizattons. 

* * • 

One orgamzation with radical aims is thc 
Church - I«ag>ie for Industrial Democracy, of 
which Bisltop Edward L. Parsons is President and 
Rcv. Williíutt B. Spofíord is Executivc Secretary. 

To save your tirae, we need only to quote per- 
tinent parts of rcsolutions passed last winter by 
thc Church League for Industrial Dctnocracy and 
which are lo bc presented to the Btshops and Dep- 
uries of thc General Convention for action. These 
are as foUows: 

"Thereforc moved by the joint compulíion of thc 
desperate ncrtjs of human socifty and tlie inescapable 
dítnands of the Chrístian faith and hope, we unite 
arnund the following basie principles: 

1 We reject the profit-aeeking economy wtth its 
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privjtr ownenliip of the things upon which the lives 
of all depend. 

2. We seek to establáh a social economy which, 
under collecttve ownership and democralic conirol of 
the common mrans of life, will mabe posBÍble the higlt 
est potential development of persons acid of society. 

3. In our eiforts to accomplish this basic change tn 
the orgaiWttion of aociety, we commit aurselves co the 
detnoemic metltcid. 

4. We propose to support the neceseary political and 
economic action to implement thcse aims. 

5 In all this we rtly upon tlie availability of spint- 
ual resourcca adequate foi the redempiion of socicty." 


A striking characteristic of the radical rnove- 
ment in America ts the interlocking directoratcs 
wliicfi widcly prevail between radical orguvtK' 
tions. Thus many of the officers and of the Éxecu- 
tive Committee of the Churdi League for Indus 
trial Democracy also appcar atnong the sponsors 
of othcr radtcaí orgaruzations, some’ of which are 
undoubccdly communistic. fíish_o p fyrsun s^ for in- 
vStance, is a Vice Chairuian ó’t thc^AnTencan Civi! 
Liberties Union. (Rogp-NífflaWWTn, tlic diiectmg 
head of the Union, saul in His own autobiographi- 
cal sketch in the Thirtieth Annivcrsary Year Boolc 
of his Class of 190? at Harvard College - writtcn 
ín I9Í?—that his “goal is Communism”.) 

MpryiVnn Klpei-V^a Vice President of the 
Church Leagjie for Industrial Democracy, is a di- 
rector.of the American Ctvil Ijberlics llmon Miss_ 
Vida ÍSaidder. another Vice President of the 
QÍunB) Lcague for Industrial Democtacy, is a 
member oí the National Committec uf the Amer- 
ican Ctvil Libcrties Union, and is a Vice President 
of the Leagtie íor Industrial Dcmocracy, whose 
object is, as stated on its letterhead—"Education 
for a Ncw Social Ordcr based on Productiem for 
Use and Not for Profit.” Rev. -Sï&lJiadrJjJpof' 
Wd.- the Executive Secretary of the f’T.Lrch 
Lcague for Industrial Dcmocracy. >° • Director of 
thc Atncrican Civil Libet ties I ' ..un, and a rnember 
of thc National Burevu of ihe Lcaguc against War 
and Fascisni (of which Earl Browaer, general Sec- 
retary of the Communist Party, is a Vicc Chair- 
man). Mr. Spofford is also a member of thc Board 
of Delcgatcs of the North American Committce 
for Spanish Detnocracy. 

Many additional illustrations of this interlocking 
natute could he givcn, but timc and space forbid. 

Let it be sai'd here that the communists and 
other radicals have taken strongly in recent years 
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to the word "dmocracy" in reference to their 
work. Thus the "Spaniái Dcmocracy" refers to 
the communistic so-called "Loyalist” Govcmment 
of Spain. Radicals gencrally in Europe and Atner- 
ica arc prone to speak about thc war of Democracy 
against Fascjsm and Naziism. They actualty include 
Soviet Russia as one of the "democratic" pcoples. 

* * * 

Representatives of the Church Leaguc for In- 
dustriaJ Democracy will talk to you ingratiatingly 
about "Christian Sociabsm". But Socialism and 
Communism are identical in all but name. Their 
nbjectjves are essentially the sarne—they diffcr 
only in method. The Socialist wishes to wipc out 
cxisting iastitutions in America—preferably by tbc 
baflot. The Communists want to take a short cut 
and do the samc thing by force—by bloodsbed. 
Thcy prcfcr thc Russian method. It wtll be recallcd 
that the ufficial name of what is popularly known 
as Sovict Rttssia fe thc “Union of oociaiist Soviet 
Repubbcs". 

Socialist- and Commumst'inspúed organiza* 
tions in thc Unitcd Statcs arc found horing into 
practically every phase of our nationnl existence— 
into our school& and colleges—into labor activities 
—into other churches as well as the Episcopal 
Church. There scems to bc onc all-prevaibng 
raotive behind it all—to foraent discontent with 
American mstitutions—to overthrow America. 

* • * 

We hold three convictions with respect to this 
whole matter. 

Krst. It secms to us that the greal duty of thc 
Church is to siir up ever-increasmg spiritua! life in 
its mdividual members. By constantly strcsstng 
Christian virtues, and iraaning tuen tn that sclf- 
discipbnc which wc call thc Chrietian way of life, 
the Church is perfomiing a great and unique ser- 
vice. The solution of shifting, economic probleras 
must he a secular mattcr. The Church’s province 
is to dcal with those etcrnal spintual ventie.s wliich 
ncither shift nor change. 

This task of infusing greater spiritual life ts a 
vast one. Surely it cannot be said that it has becn 
so far aceompbshed that the Church as an organi- 
zation may consider itself free to proceed mto 
other ficlds. As a matter of fact, other fields— 
such as the field of the economic bfc of the nation, 
whilc it conccnis all pcople as mcmbers of the eco- 
nomic body, is ncvettneless a field wherc thoSe who 
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devote their Iives to it can and should be depended 
upon, if they are good Chnstians, to apply con- 
stantly the Christian doctrines they have lcamed. 

Our second conviction is that, tor all its faults, 
the various economic and socia! insitutions that 
makc up thc American way of liíc havc given a 
higber standard of life and living to a larger pro- 
portion of the peuplc than any othcr systeni in any 
countiy at any time. We readily Rrant there is 
room constantly for further Ímprovement. And 
just as we would cxucct, further improvemcnt is 
constantly being made. 

And our third conviction is that, since Com- 
munisin is against all rcligion—especially the Chris* 
tian religion, for the Episcopal Cnurch to embrace 
the views of tlie Oiurch League for Indiutriai 
Democracy, woulJ bc to invite disaster to the 
Church itself. 

* * *

Seminary -is one of ihe best known radicals in 
thc United Statca Likc moM of the others, he dishe- 
lícvcs in tlic American Syatem —has apcnt a largc part 
of his life in subversive aciivilies. 
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Rbv. Howard Kester of the Southem Tenant Farm 
ers Union. Thc method of handling the tenant farmer's 
problem is 6hot through with radicalism 

RoOer N. BaLDWin. to whom wc have referred above. 

A J. MustB, of the Fellowship of Reconcllwtion 
The New Yorfc Officc of this orgmization tells us (hat 
il is the American Division of the Intcrnational Pellow- 
ship of Keconciliation General Amos Prie» ol Waslt 
ington says in his boofc entitled. ‘'Communism CJn- 
masked” that srven years ago this latter orgamzation 
publuhcd a parophlct cntitlcd, "Chnst and tbe Cla» 
War." 

Homer Martin— President of the Umted Automo 
hilc Worfcers of America. Due to the activities of thc 
C.I.O. in the automobilr industry la« wintcr and spnng, 
wc had actual civil war in the Statr of Mithigan Are 
we to precipitate the Episcopa! Chitrch directfy <nto 
this bitter controversy? 

* * * 

You will see from your program that thesc daily 
talks, under thc ausjnces of thc Church Lcague for 
industrial Dcmocracy, are dcscribed as "fonjtns.'' 
On Septetnber 15. 1937, as Chairman of thc Lay- 
man’s Association, I addressed a letter to Prcsid- 
ing Bishop Perry, pointing out that sincc thcsc 
wcrc to be “forums," and sincc a ftinim is a mect- 
ing whcre both sides'&f a conlrovetsial subjcct arc 
prcscntcd, thc Church Layman’s Association rc- 
qucsted an opportunity to lumish speakers on tbc 
other side.

o s/ib^cominHtee of tho regular ConnnHtee on Education and Labor. Ihia 
sub-conmjlttee has been popularly known 83 tbo "Civll Libertles Con- 
Dlttee.■ The pertinent part of thl3 resolution is as follows: 

•RESOLVED, That the Coamilttee on Education and Labor is author- 
laed and directed to inoko an inve3tlgation of violatlons of the 
right3 of free speech ond asseably ond undue interference *ith the 
right of labor to organize and bargain colloctively.• 

Pursuant theroto, this sub-committee, conslsting of Senators 
Robert M. LáEolietto. Chaii-non, and Elbert D. Thomos. proooeúed to 
lnvostigate strlko-breaklng and industrial cspionago. It mado t*o 
reports, on february 8 and July 22, 1937. The Senate first appro- 
prlatod $15.000 for its use - last February $40,000 more. 

Then apparentlv this sub-commlttee decided to investlgate whot it 
calls "vigilanto* organizations. It subpoenood, omong othorsi the Ne» 
York State Eoonomic Counoll. Tha date of appearance, flrst fixed for 
Novcmber 15th, was postponed to December 15, and then to January 18, 1938. 

Let lt be sald at once that tho Council has not at any timo vlo- 
lated any one "of the rights of free speech and assembly and undue 
interferenco with the rlgbt of labor to organize and bargain collec- 
tively.■ We havo championed those rights. Our Board of Directors on 
Novembor 23, 1934 formally votad to request the President and Congrcs3 
(amor.g other thlngs) "to assure to the working man tho rlght, free froo 
coercion from the employer or enybody else, eithcr to Joln any labor 
unlon, or to refraln from so joining, and tho full right to work 
unmolested." Xhls posltion wo havo conslstontly supported. 

Nevertheloss our logal counsel advlse us that a senate conmlttoe i3 
oll-powerful (within the llmits of its authoríty) and ean bring by sub- 
poena any person or books or papBr3 before it. We do not ourselves 
bolieve — nor does our counsel - that we oomo withln the scope of the 
sonato resolution just quoted. We have so statud to tho lnvestigators 
of the Senote Committeo. But these investlgators contend that the coo- 
mlttoo itsolf will deoide thls - after they aea suoh papers and records 
as they desire to cee1 

On thls pretext. investigator3 or thls ooauaittoe (courtooun a»d 
lntelllgont young mon) are now in thelr fourth weok of oxamlnution 
within our relatively smoll office. They have inlorrupted our regulnr 
work. Tbey hove read and made coples of letters and papers that cannot 
by tho wlldest strotch 6f tho imagination be lncluded withln the senate 
rosolution. They deslre us to surronder coples of lettors from persons 
unknown to us, letters expressing vlews wlth which we are not neces3arily 
in accord - of prelimlnary drafts of our own writings (Councíl Letters, 
etc.) that were substantlally changed before publlcation — of confidential 
memoranda made by members of the Council Staff with respect to proposod 
publicatlons - memoranda made at tho request of the Council's President 
solely for the purpose of obtaining improved phrasing, more coaplete 
truth. Thoy are conductlng a fishlng expedition. 

These lnvestlgators are not looking sololy for evldence of "vlola- 
tíons of the rights of free speech and ossembly* - or for "undue 
interference with the rlght of labor to orgonize and bargain col- 
lectively." They state they also desire to search for evldence of pos- 
sible anti-communist and anti-semltlc aotlvitiesl These, they say, are 
invariably found to accoiapany the kinds of activlties described by the 
Senate resolution. though there is not one word in the resolution that 
warrants such a soarch.

0 . . . We are Just plain American working people. My father works at 
the Republic Steel Corporation here and at thls tiae he is in the 
mill. My husband v/orks at the Blonk Compnny (they had a ton day 
sltdown strlke), now they are golng to try to makn my busband Join the 
C.I.O. We don't bellove in comnmnísoi. Our pollce don’t do a thing. 

The C.I.O. plckets walk all around thls town wlth clubs and piece3 
of lron plpe. 0 . . . (Mass pickets were trying to force the men 
out.) ° . . . So I ask you what chance do we have ln a tow o llko 
thls? It seem3 to me that all of our officiols are in wlth tho C.I.O. 

. . . All of my people were born and raised in Warren, but I am 
boginning to think we moy as well go to Russla, or nro we goipg to 
have what is happening in Spain . . . It makes me mad when I thlnk 
of how we were Just beglnnlng to get caught up after the depresslon. 0 

By whot twlstlng of the words of the senate ’resolution oan these 
investigators claim the right to these communlcationsV In that broad- 
cast we urged Congross to lay no more burden3 on Prívate Enterprise. 
but to ndjourn and go home. Mony persons replied - some of thom writing 
doubtless as they would not have written had they thought the Govemment 
would seise thelr letters and read them. Are they not entitled to 
protectloní

And we shall keep faith witb that worker's wife in Worron - 
we shall refuse to plaoe her in peril by disclosing her name.

Why ia this lnvestigatlon being mado? Who instigated ití 

Read uarefullv now, It is a matter of comnion knowledge, estob- 
lished by a sorlos of congressiorinl investigations, that the Communlst 
Party is seoklng to overthrow the Government of tlie United Statas as 
now constíUitad - that it is availing itself of every resource. Its 
moobers or agents have organized or secured oontrol of mauy organizations 
— all workiag to undermine the Amerlcan Systom. Of these orgonizations 
nono 13 more promlnent or larger ln membershlp than the American League 
Against War and Fasclsm. 

Whet is the American League Agalnst War and FascismV

^ New York Loglslature is again in eession - starts with a sonewhat 

faster tempo than usual - hopes to wind up before end of March, since State 
Constitutional Convention meete in April. 

In nuabers the Republican Party is stronger than last year, having 
eighty-two Assemblymen. Three other members ran on both Republican and 
American Labor Party tickets. There are four straight-out American Labor 
Pnrty men. There are sixty-one Democrats. 

Wo said Republicans were numericallv stronger. Whether they are really 
as strong as the figures indicate remains to be seen. For actually the Re- 
publican state organization appears to be engagod in a kind of illicit love 
affair. They arí fiirtíng with the handful of Amerlcan Labor Party men from 
down the river. And this affair may prove to be important. 

Just whv the Republican Party. which mado such sub9tantial gains in voting 
strength throughout the whole up-state section, should have even a mild flirtation 
with this particular group is hardtosee. But th6 Party leadership seems to be 
controlled in New York City, where the Party strength isn' t . rather than in the 
up-state section where oost of the Party strength is. For as a matter of fact, 
a clcar majority of the entire Asseably ís made up of up-state Republlcans. 

Tho Labor Partv people are a wiso lot. They know exaotly what they want - 
which is something that can't always be said for the Republicans. That is why 
Republican state leadership (and New York City Republican leadorship - withits 
seven Republican Assemblymen out of a total of sixty-two Greater Nen York 
Assemblymen) is undertaking to tell the New York Assembly what it must do. What 
17 did President Roosevelt say the other day about a 4% tail wagging a 96% dog? 

# * * * 4 

Right awa v we seem to sec the effeot of this illicit affair in the attitude 
of the Republican state leadership on the Control-of-Youth Aoendment. Never ln 
recent years has there been such protest a3 the people made against this Amondment 
at the hearing at Albany last winter. The people recognized that thi6 Amendment 
would take away from parents all control over their sons and daughters up to 
eighteen years of age, and would vest it in a govornment bureau at Washington. 
Legislators recognized that the amendment, if ultimately ratifled by thirty- 
síx states. would deprive the Legislature of an important part of its powers; 
and that if New York added íts approval to that already given by twBnty-seven 
states, nothing could stop the quick ratification by at least eight more states. 

And recognizing all this, the Assembly, on March9th, rose up and killed 
tho control-of-youth Amendment 102 to 42. That was a great day for freedoml 

Wo did not greatlv criticizo the committoe for reporting tho bill last 
year. But now, apparently. the Republican state leadership (at the instance of 
its new affinity - the American Labor Party) is toying with the idea of roporting 
the Amendment again - of again forcing it to avotel According to newspaper 
accour.ts, the big idea is that to foroe a voto will be to put Demooratic Members 
on the spot - and, incidentally, it will greatly please tho Labor Party.

Now - remember what this control-of-youth Amendment is. Child labor 
has been dwindling for years and is almost non-existent today. Last year, 
the National Child Labor Committee told the people there was widespread ohild 
labor in the Carolinas. Wo prooptly sent our special field representative to 
both statos. By the aid of thoir Lobor Departmonta, she diaoovored that 
child labor had been all but wiped out - the stories were largely unfounded. 

Then Colliers Weekly published in March an article enlitled, "Suffer. 
Littlc Children, Suffer," in which the most atrocious child labor was said 
to exist in Haverhill, Mass., - that little tots of seven to ten years of 
age were compelled to toil at sweated home-work as late as eleven P.M. 
Colliers actually printed pictures of the children - with a clock on the 
table to prove the hour. But the Economic Counoil, after thorough investi- 
gation in the very homes where the pictures were made, was able to announce 
that photographs had boeii faked . They'd been taken at three o'clock in the 
afternoon-and the ciock turned aliead to look like eieven P.M.I 

All this was reported direct to thb-Now York legislative committoo - 
and the emphatio defeat of the Amendment followed. 

Th is vear the National Child Labor Coamittee has been at work again. 
It has little to say about the Carolinas this year. In3tead it goes to far 
away Missouri. and to certain Gulf states. It claims to have found bad 
ohild labor conditions thero. 

Bnt agaln the olaims are grossly exaggerated. The National Committee 
for Proteotion of Child, Family, Sohool and Church (with headquarters in 
St. Louis) has investigated - finds that the problem in Missouri, so far as 
there is a problem, is not a child labor problem but the social and economio 
one of a floating population o'f low-grade squatters and drifters - áll in 
one small industry in one agrícultural county. The Missourí Labor Department 
is studying it more intellígontly, and probably more effectively, than a dis- 
tant Washington bureau ever could. And, much as in the Haverhill cases, 
affidavits havo been obtained by this National Cooioittee that the photographs 
displayed by tlie National Child Labor Committee were artificially posed. 

* / ♦ * * * 

Thero .are two outstandint' facts . One is that practically nobod v 
wants any child labor, and that what little there is is disappearing fast. 
The other is that many of those díreoting the fight for this Amendment have 
little real interest in children. They are looking for powor - for central 
control by Washington bureaucrats. 

And eet this. Citlzen - the control-of-youth Amendment is a vital part 
of the program of tho radicals for subjugating the people of this country. 
Make no mistake about it. If ycu don't believe it. ask anybody who was at last 
year's hearing what most of the crowd looked like that swaroed up from New York- 

And vet. this ís a measure that the Republican State organization 
seem3 willing to give the American Labor Party (who are the radicals) a 
chance to get! Apparently, not the slightest thought i3 givon to the pro- 
found issues involved. For a temporary mess of pottage, they would place 
vital liberties of the people in jeopardy. 

And all this while Rome is burning! For as everybody knows, the 
Roosevelt Recession has become the Roosevelt Depression. NeYer in American 
history has there been a more abrupt decline. not only in actual business, 
but in confidence. People are wondering if the Country ia going to hell. 

No wonder the great mass of Republican Members of both Houses feel rebelli- 
ous against this "Four percent tail".

And we are not changing the subject in what we are going to say now. 
Last Wednesday night Madison Square Garden was jammed by more than 20.000 
CommuniBts and their friends to commemorate the fourteenth anniversary of 
the death of Lenin. A large banner in the hall said: "Through Democracy 
to Socialism." Four thou3and now meafcers repeated in unison (led by negro 
comrade James Ford) their pledge to build a Soviet America, Five thouaand 
people, swarming out of the meeting afterwards. atteapted a ma3S picketing 
of one or more Whelan drug stores. Police reserves were called out. Here 
in Free Aoerica was being staged one of those vicious protests against 
America - one of those championinga of Soviet Russia which, if tables were 
turned, would not be permitted ln Russia itself. Communlsm was on the march - 
pledged to destroy the Aaerican Systsm. 

And if tlie represontatlves of the American Labor Party at Albany 
are not brothers of these Communists, they are at least first cousins. 

And these are the people the Republican state leadership is playing with.

While not many things will be up this year at Albany - both sides 
being anxious for early adjournment - yet there are several of importance.

In spite of the reduced income 
of the people, and of an almost certain lower return from state taxes next 
year, government spending is to continue on much the same scale. 


What is needed instead is to realixe that the whole level of spendine 
mu st be reduoed - Eariy this week, we asked the Ways and Means Committee of the 
Assembiy and tho Finance Committee of the Senate for a hearing on the Budget.

Lnst vear (and partly because of the opportunings of the Economic 
Council) the Legislature, under resolutionof Mr. Ives, appointedaCommittee 
on Fiscal Affairs. Just before the year-end. the Committee reported. Chairman 
Abbot Low Moffat has done a remarkable job. No one in the Legislature was 
better quaiified than he to undertake the job of envisioning ail slate finance 
- indeed, of envisioning the various state activitles which must be always in 
contemplation in dealíng with finance - and of makingacomprehensive report. 

The Republican Members of this Commission endorsedMr. Moffat's rcport. 
The Democrats joined with them in signing the report - paying him well-earned 
tribute for his work. With entire propriety, however, they said they had 
not had opportunity to give sufficient conaideration to the hundred-odd re- 
commendations rnade by Mr. Moffat to warrant their endorsing. or with'nolding 
their endorsement from, the reoommendations.

Business. large and small, is discouraged, And now, arter five years of 
this snendine-shackling poiioy. private enterprise is in a tailspin again. 
Employment has taken a big fall. Peoplo are poorer. Business is discouraged. 
New Dealism, both state and federal, is a hideous failure. 

Walter Linpmann said in his column on January 20th that -

. . looking at the whole history since 1929. one reaches 
tho rather startling realization that there has nover been a true recovery 
from the depression. In 1936 and 1937. under the stimulus of vast infla- 
tionary measures. great gold imports. cheap money, cumulative deficits. 
and the soldiers' bonus there was a brief recovery to something like 
normal, and during that recovery there was a quite considerable amount 
of spending out of oorporate surpluses for oapital goods, 

But, as soon as the inflationary policy was halted, and the deficit 
financing stopped, the depression recurred. Does this not indicate .that the 
New Deal recovory was artificial and for that reason temporary, that thero 
has never been a genuine revival of enterprise and investment since 1929?"

And while the Fed- 
eral Government has been the lcader, the State Governments - and particularly the 
governments of the richer eastern states - have followed tho cue of Kashington.

^nïen wo sat down and waited . Tho date of our subpoena was presently 
postponed until January - until February - untll March. It was postponed 
ouccessively for periods varying from a week or two to a mouth or two, untll 
October 15, 1938. Thon came a letter, dated October l3t, slgnod by the 
Seorotary of the La Follette Committee, which read:

The elections November 8th showed a trend of tho Amorioan eleetorato 
away from the Left. Figurss published November 17th in the New York papers 
showed that the vote for Republioan candldates for Congress in twenty-four 
states was 5ZJ per oent of the total. In 1934 the corresponding figure 
was 46-1/10 per cent. The vote in 1936 for the Republican presidential 
nomlnee wa3 only 40-1/10 per cent of the total. The Republicans nearly 
doubled tbeir membership in the Houseof Representatives, adding 82 
new seats. 

To onumerato tbo antl-New Doal objedtlves gained and the states 
won, is oven raore impressivo. Thus the C.I.O., the sit-down strlke and 
hoodlumism genoraliy were cowplotely overthrown by tbe defeat Of Murphy 
ln Miohigan. Ponn3ylvauia ovorthrew tho New Deal. The Progressivjss ln 
Wlsoonsln and the Farmer-Labor Party in Mlnnesota wore both defoatod. 
Thlrtoen states elootod antl-Now Deal governors.^ In Soltonstall of 
Massachusetts, Taft of Ohio, and, lndoed, ln Dowo'y of New York. tbovigh he 
barely failed of vlotory, tho oauso of freedom has gained leaders who aro 
lmaglnative, foroeful and young. 

No wonder those who believe in priyate enterprlse and the American 
system have taken heart. Moro and more of the population have oomo to 
understand the sinister meaning of tho ono-sided Natlonal.Labor Rolations 
Act, of a soclal seourity scheme whioh takos a billion dollars or more a 
year from workors and employers and. while proiendlng to invest the some, 
fritters it away for ourront expenses - so that ln future years, ir the 
workors are to roceivo their "aocial security,* taxes will have to be 
levled nll over agaln to get the necessary funds. People are comlng more 
and more to see that mony of the New Doal measures add up to nothing sbort 
of an American forra of Communisra. 

But thlngs went better ln othor statos for Private Enterprlse and 
the Amorioan Syctom thun tbey did in tho State of New York. And that 1 s 
mainly what thls letter is about. 

VVhy dldn't thoy go 3o well ln New YorkV The whole Aoertoan people 
were watching the oandidaoy of Mr. Dewoy for governor. One weli-known 
oommentator had aaid that if he were eleoted, the search for the Republlcan 
oandidate for Presldent iu 1940 would be over. His ability, his record, 
hls convlncing, forthright mannor, his youth - all these appealed to mul- 
tltudes. Why wasn't he eloctod? 


Wlthout rogard to partv. tho cltisens of New York will do well to 
CITIZENS BETTER ponder tlils questlon. It goes to tha heart of Private Enterprise's chief 

PONDER trouble. Indoed, if tlils quostion is not understood, squarely faoed and 

solved, thero will be little hopo in the long run for Private Enterprise 
and the Amorloan Systern, oither in the State of New York or the United States 
as o whole. 


Brlofly, the reason is that New York Clty ls the centre of raany 
RADICALS HAVE radloal orgoDlzatlons. whose coinmon denominator is that they dlsbolleve 
DOMINATED in the Aiaerican systom. and are willlng lf not eagor to overlhrow it. 

REPUBLI CAN PARTY Thoso organizatlons galn their insplration (howover little sobui of their 



members realize lt) direct from Russian Couuaunlsm - lndeeá soae of these 
organiaations, are afflllated wíth Russlan Communism. Men synpathetlc 
with these organizotions, or soroe of them, control the Republican Porty 
in Kew ïork City. l'he known domlnance of th-ls radlcnl lnfiuence in tho New 
York Ropublican orKantzotion drivcs nway Aroencon votes rrom Repubiican 
candldates in New York City. The figures prove lt. úowey was boaten by 
New York City Republioan leaders llcking the boots of Radlcaliso. He 
oarrlod up-state by 614,000, but he lost New York Clty by 682,000.

A revlcw of twenty yeors of New York gtato political history is 
iliumioutijig. Tlmo wns, twoiity to th'irtý ydaro ogo. wheu there was a 
large delegation froro New York City in tioth Senate and Asserobly. Radleals 
began their heavy work in New York just about twenty years ago. Ever larger 
numbors of 'liberals,* as they called themselves, went to Albany eaoh 
year as lobbyists, urging this reform and that. They were louder talkors 
than the conservative upstaters. They made a bigger noise and they got 
most of their measures through. The "liberal* nows writers were roostly 
with them. But, note this - as these measures one by one becaroe law, rooro 
and more Now York City Republioans were defeated for tho legislature ; and 
Democrats, of oourse, took thelr plaoes. Meanwhlle, the upstate sectlon 
continued regularly to re-eloct Republican legislators. 

Juat obsorvo the rooko-up of the now Legislature eleoted last week. 

In all Greater Now York thero is only one stralght Repubiicon State Senator, 
to 21 Democrats. There are only two stralght Republican Assemblyroen, 
to 55 Demoarats. On the other hand, ln the whole stoLe, outside New York 
Clty, there are only two straight Demooratic State Senators to 22 Repub- 
licans; aud there are only 8 stralght Democrátic Assemblyroen to 77 (by 
tbenuielves a olear roajority of the entlre Lower House) Rapublioans. 

To sun up. the New York Clty leoderahip has Just proven it can't 
come wlth'in 680,000 votos of oarrylng i.he clty for the strongest candidate 
of a generatlon for govemor. It can't elect 10% of its oandidatos for 
the loglsloturo. And stlll the Ropubilcan Party of «ie state penait3 the 
radioal-insplred Republlcan leadershlp of New York CHy to diotate the 
party's state legislatlve polloy. 

• There ls no bettcr lllustratlon of the radical tendenoles of the 
Now York City Ropublioau leadorshlp than its willingne3S to play with tho 
American Labor Party, the conneotlon of many of whose ieaders with tho 
coinmunistio C.1.0. is notorious. Thls, without question, has oaused 
Republlcan candldatBS thousands of votes. American Labor Party endorse- 
ment defeated the Republican oondldate for the Assembly in Rockland County 
only la3t Tuesday. He went down to defeat, although Assemblyman Hamilton, 
without the endorsoment of any other party, had had no difficulty in wlnnlng 
handsoroely for four or five years. And other Ropublican cnndldntes ln 
Rockland County won this year by majorities as high as 5,000. 


In a booklot entitled, *The Comrounist Party in Aotion," Alex Bittel- 
mon. the author. says on page 20. 


COMMUNIST 

DOCTRINE 


’We must guard againat a current opportunist conceptlon 
that the capltalist system wlll collapse by itself, under the very 
pressure of its own difflculties . . . Lenin maintained. tho only 
way in which we can make the sltuation for capitallsm really hopeless 
Í3 by dofeating tho efforts of the capitaiist classe3 to find a way 
out of the crisls. . . .* 

The logislatlvo prograin. to much or all of whioh radical Republican 
leadership in New York City has subscribed (indeed much of whieh that leader- 
ship has imposed), ond whlch is already on the statute books of New York, ls 
a splendid contribution toward "dereat of efforts of the capitalist classes 
to find a way out of the crisls." That was precisely the intention of 
thoso who persuaded the Republlcan leadership to baok it. 
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A stngle exainple of thls type of legislatiou is the so-called 
"Littie Waguer Act," passed two years ago bya Deoocratio Senate andaRepub- 
Zican Asseiubly. This act (lilce its paront, tho Wagner Labor Dlsputes Act) 
ís nothiug ahort of revolutionary. Tot Xt vao Jamnied through the We* York 
Assembly. The Ropublican loglslaturo londers would not evon oonsont to 
give tho ficonomlo Coiuicii a heoring Whon «e aslced for ono. Inoidontolly, 

Mr. Paui Windolls. of Ne* York, on Novomber 16, 1938, notifiod Senator 
Pitcher, Republlcan Senate leader, of l.he neod or drastic amondmont of 
thia act. 

W)iy did tho RepubHoon logislaturo so aubservlontly ooquiosoo in 
its passagoV Tho answor ia that tho Nevr York City *Llboral" leuders 
insistod - upstato loaders meekly ylolded. As usual, the downstate tail, 
howevor bankrupt politlcally, was wagging the upstate dog. 

Moat recont and piost dangerous of oii the radical program advooated 
by New xork radicals. nro cortain of tho oonstUutional nmondoont3, 
adopted at the rocont oloution. Soveral of thom - unless steps aro taken 
to prevont - will go a long way toward maklng the American System 
unnorkable. 


Thus, Amendmout 4, authorlzing a 3t)0 uiiliion doliar inorease in the 
HOUSING state dobt for low-rent housing, and givlng cxtlos the right to inoreaso 

thelr dobt two por cont for houslng projoets. Low oost housing is an 
imposslbllity os long as tha prevailing rato of wagós is retoinod ($ind 
Amendment 6 hns Just writlen the "Prevoiling Rate" into the Constitution I) 
Most oities already find tboir ten per-oent dobt a staggerlng burdon. 

Real Sstate is in a desperate oondition. Amendmbnt 4 will lead to bigger 
debt. It moy easily bring insolvency to many oities. 


And Amenduiont 8 provides, among othcr things, for tho usc of stato 
HKALT H rnonoy and crodit (moanlng, of course, thoso of the people) for a health 

INSURÁNCE insurance schome. As things stand today our stale uneoiployuient lnsurauce 

ls working badly - vrill have to be re-organized. The huge federal "soclal 
security" schemo is in its earliest infancy. No one knows whether it can 
be made to work. Por the New York Legislature to embark now upon a scheme 
of hoalth insuranoe would be the veriest folly. Fortunately, it ls not 
obliged to do so - the adoption of Amxndment 8 merely outhorize3 it. 


< 


In spite of these now nnd dlseouraging oonstitutlonal provisions. 
it is uot too io'te to turn back this rockless, t-odicai tide in New York 
State. If the Republioan leaders will only shake off this communistic 
New York City influence, with its alien ideas - wlth lts certalnty of 
ultimate bankruptcy, the state can probably pull through. The flood of 
public spendiug can be stopped. Private enterprise can be revived. But 
these are the very thlngs the radical influence ln New York does not want 
to soe happon. 


We submlt these thoughts to the Republican members of the New York 
Legislature - and to the people.

Apropos of your recent eall upon a racmber oT my staff I anv 
/ quoting hereofter a formal statement issued by the President of the 
/ United States on September 6, 1939 which may be of interest. to your 
members. I feejl if the members of your Council have not already 
been advised of the Presider.t's desires in connection with the 
handling of cases lnvolving espionage, sabotage and violations of 
the neutrality regulations they raay be infomed with regard to the 
Faderal Oovernment 1 s program. I hope the merabars of the New York 
Stats Economic Council vdll cooperate in this matter by imraediately 
notifying the nearest representative of the FBI of any information 
received relating to cases in the above classification, The President 
raade the following formal statement: 

"The Attomey General has been requested hy me to instruct the 
Federal fiureau of Investigation of the Department of Jiistice to 
take charge of invostigative work in matters relating to 
espionage, sabotage, and violations of the neutrality regulations, 

"This task must be eonducted in a comprehensive and effective 
manner on a national basis, and all information must be care- 
fully siftod out and correlated in o:*der to avoid confusion 
and irresponsibility, 

n To this end I request all police officers, sheriffs, and all 
other law enforcement officers in the United States promptly to 
tum over to the nearest representative of the Federal Bureau 
of Investlgation any information obtained by thera relating to 
espionage, counterespionage, sabotage, subversive activities / 

and violations of the neutrality laws. w

With all the rooney spent in the Unlted States by foreign govern-

We point out an important book published in 1934 (Chorles 
Scribner'3 Sons, New York. £1.25). It is called Conoluslons and Rocoro- 
mendations and is the Report, following soveral yoars' work, of the 
Commission on Soclal Studies, which was sponsored by the Americou 
Historical Association. Eighteen educators woro members of this Com- 
mission. at ono tiue or another, of whom the following twelve signed 
tho Report: Charles A. Beard, Isaiah Bowraan (with reservations), Ada 
Comstock, George S. Counts, Avery 0. Craven, Guy Stanton Ford, Carlton 
J. H. Haye3, Henry Johnson, A. C. Krey, Leon C. Marshall, Jesse H. Newlon^ 
and Jesse F. Stoiner. It is stated on page 144 that four of the 
Commission, Messrs. "Frank A. Ballou, Edmund E. Day, Ernest Horn and «* 
Charles E. Merriam deolinod to sign these conclusions." 

To Bhow the slgnlf icance of this book, let us remember that it 
appeared about a year after the Washington administration had scrapped 
the conservative Jeffersonian platform on which it had been elected and 
had substituted tlie New Deal. 
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The New Dealers woS-e well embarkod oa the plan under which all 
gold was taken away rrom the people and banking was made a mere adjunct 
of government. Agrículture, industry and conmiarce were braught under 
bureaucratic direotion. Since then, utterly regardless of the wisdom 
and the cost, billions of borrowed money have been recklessly spent for 
relief, housing and for various schemes such as resettlement. Those in 
control of the odmini3tration have often seemed bent on reduoing privote 
enterprise to servile subjection to government. Through excessive 
taxation, big incomes and inheritanoes have been largely confiscated, 
thus destroylng subjects of future taxation. While in 1920-29 
the federal debt was reduced from 26 to 16 billions, it has since been 
raised to 45 billions. Today much of our business enterprise is stag- 
nating uoder taxes and regimentation. The country still has ten mllllon 
unemployed. And all of this was dono on the theory that the "old order’ 
(that is, the Ameriaan System of Private Enterprise) had failed and that 
a "new order" must be set up. 

Not only have stronge political and social doctrines beeD souudcd 
from Washington: they have been preached by certain lndividuals the country 
over. This has not just happened. There is evidence of a concerted 
movement runhing baok many years to persusde the American people to abandon 
their traditions and to submlt to sociallsm — to the bureaucratic control 
of pretty mucb everything from Woshlngton, D. C. 


Hence let us consider this Report — Conclusions and Recommenda- 
tiona. Thë jjroface states that: 

•This voluiae . . . ls the outcome of a vory large numbor of spacial 
studios and re3earchas and of a vast deal of deliberation and re- 
fleotion durlng the past five years.* 

Ihe Conmilssion say3 moreover that it •assumes full responsi- 
blllty for the present volume. . . .• 

It is dlfflcult to surnmariso a book in a few brief paragraphs, 
but it is possible to quote certain passages that show its general trend. 
The authors of this Report clearly believe the Amerlcan Syotem has out- 
lived its usefulness and must be disoarded and that a highly socialistio 
scheme must be substituted in its place. Indeed these gentlemen seem 
to regard it as their duty to facllitate the change. They fall for many 
of the phrases and catchwords the parlor pinks have imported from over- 
seas and for many of the slogans that emanate from Union Square. Thus 
at a time when the millions in private enterprise have been striving 
mlghtily to make lt work (and have done a magnificent Job) aud to supply 
the moneys needed to maintaln public education on a scale ncver equalled 
in the world before, the authors of this report have boen flirting with 
allen ideas that would destroy tho entire edifice. 


On the openlng pago the Commlssion says it felt called upon 
to go beyond a narrower view of its objectives and *was lmpelled to 
consider the condition and prospects of the American people as a part of 
Western olvllization now merging into a world order.* 

It oontinues: 

•The Commission was also driven to this broader oonception 
of its task by the obvious fact that American civllization, 
in common with Western civilization, is passing through 
one of the great critical ages of history, is modifying its 
tradltional falth in economic indivldualísm, and is embark- 
ing upon vast experlments in social planning and control 
which call for large-scale oooperation on the part of the 
people." 

The folks that are to run this B control* scheme apparently 
demand that the people cooperate l This is tbe usual method of dictator- 
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ships. Who ls it that's layi’ng doirn the law to the people ! Xhe Report 
says on page 34: 

■The emerging economy wlll involve the placlng of 
restraints on individual enterprise, propensities and 
aoquisitive egoism in agriculture, lndustry and labor, 
and generally on the conception, ovnership, management, 
and use of proporty. . . •■ 

We are left to speculate 83 to «bat these "restraints" might 
be. But we reoall that in Rusaia and in Germany restraints are an 
important feature. 

As the boolc proceed3 it gathers enthusiasm. On page 16 it 
is asserted: 


"Cumulative evidence supports the conclusion that, in the 
United States . . , the age of indlvidualism and lalssea faire 
in economy and government is closing and that a new age of 
colleotivism is emerglng.* 

But the Commisslon. having examined the work of these Aaerican 
guinea pigs, who have been doing their poor best in building up the 
edifice of American Private Entorprise, aro not without hope that sooe- 
thing oan be done with them, if educator3 take them in hand, for on 
page 21 we read: 

| 

"Moreover, achievements álready accomplished in governmentj 
economy, and various forms of assoclatlonal life indicate 
that the American people possess co-operative and moral 
powers of a high order which can be dlrected lnto phannels 
of utility and beauty, lf aoqulsitive individuallsm, witb 
all its cruder manlfestations ln gambllng, speculation, 
exploitation, and racketeering’I is subduod to the requlre- 
ments and potentiallties of the emerging society." 

"A oqulaltive indivldtialism " hao, of course, long been one of the 
war-orles of those who would destroy the American System. Yet 
Mr. George Sokolsky the other day called attentíon to figures showing ( 
that the net ogeregate profits of all American business corporations for 
the twonty year period ending in 1937 were slightly less than two per cent 
of the gross income. 

On the ot her hand the report does not frown on the reasonable 
expectations of tho teaching fraternity, (these, of course, aro not 
"acquisltive individualism"), for on page 126 it deaarKís for toachers 
"... eoonomio security, freedom from onxiety about unemployment..Anc 'v. 
in New York City many of the teaching staff have actod on this demand, 
for when on Septomber Ist Dr. Campbell, Superintendent of Schools, 
requested all employoes of the Department of Eduoatlon drawlng more 
85,000 salary to take a small out, lt wa3 acoepted by only 194 and 
rejeoted by 1307. 

Thore are row pagea of tho book that do not contain such phraseé 
as "the omorgine soclety," "a closely integrated society," "the omorglng 
economlc lntogration,* "the new leisure,* *the new order," "tho omorglng 
integrated order." "Tenslons" are referred to no less than f ifteen tlmes. ' t l 

The Report is a mass of glittering generalitles, ÍDnumerable 
adjeotives, ïong and involved sentences. Dr. Isaluh Bowman made reser- 
vations in signing. He poínted to a sentence on poge 27 that read3: 

•The Commission ... deems desirable the vitalizing of the fiudings of . ■ 
scientific inquiry by the best social thought of the present and of the 
past," and asked, "Who is to know the best? Tbere should be a quallfying 
statement. Otherwise the critioism might apply that the statement is 
’perfeotly true, perfeotly general and perfectly meaningless.•■ 

The voluao 1 s messago is fairly summed up in the following 
sontenoe on page 34:

"The impllcations for eduoation aro olBar and imporotivei 
(a) the efficient functioning of the omerging eoonomy and the

Hovr has thls Report boen reoelvod by oducators generally? The 
New York State Departmont of Education apparently has been greatly 
influenoed by it. A few looal school boards hnve paid little attentlon 
to lt. But many others have takon it seriously. And local school 
board3 hove groat powor. Thoy. for instanoe, soloct school toxt-books. 

A school board officlal of ono large oity tells us frankly that thelr 
elementory oourse ds in harmony with the recominendations ot this volumes 
and that in thoir secondary school3 the teachers are very familiar vith 
the book. Thls officíal adds: "Perhaps no one report »ill be more 
influential in our work than thls one, lf it is safe to prophesy." Th» 
achool board of tuiother large clty says the Report *ls a well occepted 
reference In the field of social studies curriculum construction. It 
has undoubtedly been used as a basis of study for the reorganization of 
the school studies program in most of the sohools of the United States 
that have attempted to revise their social studies prograros 3ince 1934.* 



Thls Report advocates, ln a word, tha abolltion of the American 
private enterprisc and tho substitution of a socialistlc scheme. It was 
written, we have found, by a sub-committee of two, one of whom was 
Professor George S. Counts of Columbia Unlversity. Sinoe Mr. Counts was 
both a member of the Commisslon and lts direotor of research, it is 
safe to assume it was primarily his work. Mr. Counts 13 a well-Hnown 
radioal, has spent muoh time in Sovlet Russia, and among his books are 
"The Sovlet Challenge to America," and "Dare the School Build a Now 
Sooial OrdeT." In the latter book, incidentally, he says (p. 28) "That 
the toachers should deliberately reach for power and then make tho most 
of thelr conquest ls my firm convictlon." He wa3 also co-translator 
of tho "New Russia Prlmer." 

The RgpoTt was thus writlen (at least in large part) Py a man 
who disbelieves in America. Perhap3 some of those who sígned It did so 
with hesltátion. Probably most eduoators dlsagree with lts social 
theories. Nevertheless the Report went out to the country as the con- 
sldered conolusions of a Commission that hnd cogitated for eight years 
at a cost of several hundred thousand dollars! The Carnegie Corporatlon 
(founded by «prlvate onterpriso) furnished the money. 

Haro Is one of the thlngs at work lo destroy the American System. 
Here is a mo.lor cause of tho -welrd theorics brought homo from school by 
your child. Many schools are teoching that the business by which you 
llve, ond out of whlch you pay taxes, is unnecessary, soeially objec- 
tionable - ovon dishonest. Here is a major cause of the growth of tho 
por-pupil cost of eduoation in New York Stato to 3146.90 compared wlth 
980.26 ln the country as a whole. The toachingn of the Countses are a 
chiof cause of the failure of the country to emorge fron the deprosslon. 

In mnny of our schools they are failing adequately to teach our 
children to road. write and ciphor, and to thlnk for themselves. But 
they aTe teaohing that the tioe-honored instltutlon of Privata 
Enterpriae should be thrown out. 



It mlght lnterast vou. Mr. Citizen, if you were to find out 
what they are teaching iri your community. 

Will you not tell us what you learn? It would greatly help us. 
We shall havt more to say about this later. Meanwhile we welcome 
your information and suggostions.

to sumraarize avaá.lable inforraation on Hart ard his connections. 

The only reference to Burton in the Bureau's files 
consists of information from Robert lí. relative to a story 
pi-ematurely broken 'in the i-.'ex7 York Daily Hevrs on October 29, 
1939 under the joint by-lino of Crosson and Hal Burton. This

Econondc Council rith headquarters at 17 East 42nd Street, 

Mev; ïork City, Telephone, Vanderbilt 3-537 5, riiich is listed 
\ to the Comrittee for American Private Enterprise, of which Hart 
is Chairman, and also to Arthur K. Cosby, as well as to Hart 
himself, Hart appears to be the onc executive on the premises, 
and in addition to him there is one Colonel Arthur Cosby, \iiom 
the informant describes as a "glorified office boy", anci a 
number of clerical employees. 

The Council is said to have about 17,000 members in 
HeXf York State, and wss originally formed Tátli the idea of 
having members in all counties of Ner/ York, nhich, hovrever, did 
not materialize, From its nane it would appear Ihat the purpose 
of the Council vras to disseminate information on econoraic trends 
and situations to its raembers, but the informant, r/hen first 
contacted on B'ebr\iary 1, 1939 advised that at that time it r/as 
devoting 9051 of its efforts to the distribution of propagarda 
on behalf of the Spanish rebel govemnent, although it did get 
out an occasional letter on econoraics. 

The Hev/ York Office oi' the Bureau by letter dated 
February 9, 1939 fumished a folder vihich had been obtained 
fron the inforraant which sets out the purposes of tlje iIYSEC as 
(1) to ourb Ciovemment spending, (2) to reduce oppressive 
ta^ation, (3) to oppose subversive groups, (4) to oppose 
stifling rostriction of private enterprise, ard (5) to promote 
true recovery.

The informant has advised that the neadquarters of 
the Council seems to be a meeting place for a group of people 
Tdio are apparently interested in setting up a totalitarian form / 
of govemment in the United States. The raotivating force in 
the Council's extracurricular activities appears to be one 
> John Eoghan Kelly, who vdll be treated separately hereinafter. I 
According to the informant the Council plays very closely ATith 
Father Francis X. Talbot, editor of the Jesuit publication 
"America", Patriclc Scanlon, editor of "The Tablet" a Brooklyn, 
t.exi ïork Catholic publication, Father Curran of the Intemational 
Youth Society, Allen Zoll, John B. Snon of the League for 
Constitutional Govemment, 18 East 48th Street, Werr York City, 
lliguel Echegaray of the Peninsular nlews Service, Frank Gannett, 
publisher, Bainbridge Colby, Cloy Gill, John Hinkle, and others 
conceming Tihom further iníormation ttíÍI be set out at a later 
point in this meraorandum. 

The Council is strongly anti-Roosevelt and anti- ^ 
Communist. No actual propaganda is sent out from its office, 
but constant conferences and discussions arise, according to 
the informant, váiich indicate that such propaganda is being 
distributed through other agencies,- for example, John B. Snoiy's 
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organization, the League for Constitutlonal Government. It Í8 said 
thát pamphlets are sent out in quantities of tv?o and t.hree 
million, and through alleged connections vdth the Catholic 
clergy an enormous amount. of this literaturo is allegeclly dis- 
trjbuted through Catholic organizations. The group is also 
said by the informant to fumish materials to Heverend Charles 
Coughlin for his uoe, this being handled through Patrick Scanlon, 
viio was brought into touch vdth the Council through Fathor Francis 
X. Talbot. Very few of the group hereinbefore mentioned 
actually visit the Council's office, but there are constant 
telephone calls back and forth arranging for meetings at other 
places. 

From what can be gathered from the informant the \ 

Council was apparently originally engaged in a fight against \ 
Communism. It then became involved in the fight to support thel 
Franco rebellion in Spain, and lias non passed into not only 
opposition to the present Federal administration but has gone 
further and bccome actually opposed to the existlng form of 
government in this country. The inncr circle of the tíYSEC in I 
one way or anothar is novr considering setting up an independent 1 
union raovement to oombat the CIO and other so-called radical 
imions, and to set up vvhat rovild amount to company-controlled 
uxiions.

The informant advises I 

Hart, John Eoghan Kelly, Jane Anderson, and various Catholic 
priests, she is convinced of the existence of a plot, presumably 
centering around the Council and directed by Catnolic church 
leaders to reestablish the iloly Roman Qnpire vdth certain nations 
so aligned as to make it possible for the Catholic church to 
control the balance of por.'sr through its control of the govern- 
ment of Spain.

As of possible interest it is noted from records of 
rccelpts of the Council secured frora tiie informant that its 
income for 1937 totaled 054,953.78 of rclnch 053,311.70 consisted 
of receipts from the NYSEC and 01,642.08 from other sources. 

For 1938 receipts from tJie Councií v/ere 036,217.62 and from 
other sources 04,007.18, or a total of $540,224.80. 

It should be noted that the informnt has advised that 
the general membership of the ifïSEC is not in any v/ay connected 
or apparontly aware of the extracurricular activities of tiie 
Council, and that such activities are ccnfined to the si.iall 
group hereinbefore mentioned and others v/ho v;ill be referred to 
at a Jater point. 

Vv'ith reference to Hart himself, the first reference 
to him appears in one of the Bureau's old German files, and 
consists of an unsigned memorandum for Lr. DeAguerro dated 
April 28, 1919, quoted as follo\7si 

"Llr. Nemin K. Fart, an attorney of Utica, W. Y., 
nho has been my peramalfriend f or many years, desires 
to sail for Europe on tíat-urday vrith a party vhich 
includes four other uen, viz., John K. Blodgett, 

Charles Clark, Francis ./ard Paine, all of Boston, .ass., 
and L. Drooks Leavitt of Wew ïork City. These four 
gentlemen are all bankers and they, T/ith Ifr. Hart, are 
going abroad on private business connected nith their 
financial operations.

^Hart is general manager of the Cream. of Tlheat 
Corporation, and his homa is under3tood to be at Utica, Nevr 
ïork, in vMch connection it is noted that copies of NXSEC 
letters of Decejnber, 1937 and Januaryand Hovember, 1938 carry 
in addition to the New Yorlc address, the address First rJational 
Bank Building, Utica, Mew York. The informant expresses her 
belief that Hart is a sincere, fiery patriot who honestly bc- 
lieves the country is in serious danger from a "red menace." 
Hovrever, die stated that he is being used by certain Pordham 
University clerics -who decide on certain action in conferences 
with John Eoghan Kelly, Allen 2oll and sirailar persons, and 
then prevail on Hart to makE such contacts, presumably 
Protestant, as v/ill facilitate the promotion of the action de- 
sired. 

Har*t has nritten a book entitled "Ajnerica - Look at 
Spain", and from purported copies of correspondence exhibited 
the informant it v/ould appear tliat this book vrs .s partly edited 
by the Catholic olergy in so far as that portion of it v.tiich 
treats the Catholic churcii is concerned. Hart has visited Spa 
Gerrnany and Italy and has made an intensive study ol' conditions 
in tl\«3e places. He has communicated vrith the Bureau án the 
past relative to cooperating on matters pertaining to the 
national dofense. By lctter dated April 10, 1939 he vrrote the 
Bureau requesting a copy of the report on the Geiman-American 
Bund investigation, and was advised that same was not available, 
and his letter vras referred to the Department. 

It is irapos3ible to fully set out all the connections 
that Hart may possibly have, but it is probably safe to say from 
tho3e he is knorm to have tliat he is connected at least vdth 
every group of any prorainence in the United States vAiose aims 
are anti-administration or anti-Communist. Those persons and 
organizations vdtii vhora the Bureau's files defirátely indicate 
Hart is connected nill nov/ be treated individually. 



Jolui Eoghan Kelly : 

The informant has advised that Kellv appears to be, the 
motivating force in the extracurricular activities of the kTSEC 
and has stated tliat telephone calls are made to him tv/enty or 
thirty times daily and apparently no move is made without his 



approval. "^Kelly, tíio is said to be an enginoer by occupation, 
resides at 14 Brinkerhoff Street, Jersey Gity, iJew Jersey, and 
is listed in the 1937-38 roster of the Lïlitary Intelligence 
Reserve as a Captain, although the inforraant has advised he has 
now been pronoted to a Lajor in this organization. The informant 
advises that Kelly hates the Democratic United States Govemment 
so violently that he loses control of hiraself r/hen he talks about 
it and goes into the Gennan language for woras vile enough to ex- 
press his feelings. Kelly \vas 'oorn of 'irish and Geriuan i&i . , 
and lias apparently lived in 'jp™nv ?. s hf that lang» 

quite fluently. Special Agenl f | reports that he 

r.-as at a raeeting vïhere Kelly raa introduced by Allen Zoll as 
being the greatest authority in the country on subversive activi- 
ties and the raan v.ho if he rranted to could tell a v/hole lot about 
this subject. Kelly's particular field appears to be mining 
engineering and he is said to have offices in various places. 

In addj.tion to being in the Intelligence Service of the United 
States, he is said, acconiing to the informant, to be in the 
same service of the íiexican Army. 

Kelly appears to have a connection in the Department 
of State inasmuch as on July 28, 1938 on the letterhead of the 
Commercial Intemational Corporation he :.Tote to a Uiss Shipley, 
Chief, Passport Division, V/ashington, D. C., aadressing her as 
"Dear Lliss Shipley" and introducing Hart, r/ho v.-as then planning 
a trip to Wationalist Spain. Kelly stated in his letter that 
Hart v/as the possessor of a passport bearing the surcharge "i.ot 
valid in Spain", and that Hart was desirous of consulting ’ner 
to see hov r this surcharge might be T/aived in vier/ of his valid 
reason for entering Spain. Kart himself then r.Tote TIiss Shipley 
on August 1, 1938 along the sarae line. The requested deletion 
in his passport v/as apparently thereafter made inasmuch as Hart 
eventually raade his trip to Spain. 

The informant states that Kelly nrites for "Spain", a 
magazine of rhich one iiguel Echegaray is Ihe editor. In this 
connection it is noted that Echegaray is said to be a paid 
propagandist for Generalissimo Francisco Franc-o, and his organi- 
zation is so registered vrith the State Department under the 
Propaganda Act. 

/Kelly is apparently connected also with the 
Constitutional Educational League, Inc., 15 IVest 44th Street, 

K'erj York City, inasnmch as he \Tote a memorandum to Kart on the 
back of a circiilar of this organization. 
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Honorable ifortin Dies: 


In a letter to the Bureau from the New York Office 
dated October 2p, 1939 inforioation was set forth to the effect 
tliat the infonnant had advised of a contemplated mass meeting 
backed by Hart and his associates at vrhich Congressraan Dies v/as 
supposed to be the maln speaker. The infonnant stated that 
Jiart had gone ahead T7ith the plans for this raeeting apparently 
having been guaranteed an attendance of at least 10,000 by 
Father Curran of the National Catholic Truth Societ 
the same number by various veterans* organizaticns 







e report aiso advised tnat Dles tos ap- 
go ahead, allegedly for fear of certain 
persons in the Department of Justice r/ho v.ere anxious to "get 
something on him" or to embarrass him in some way, and he vras 
of the opinion that such a meeting as proposed might possibly 
offer these persons the chance for r/hich they v/ere leoking. 


As further evidence of Hart's connection rdth Dies 
tlie informant advised that by letter datad October 29, 1938 
Hart r/rote to Dies, one pert of the letter being quoted as 
follorrs: 

"In accordance Tvith our conversation yesterday, 

I am enclosing a mimoographed copy of ry proposed 
reraarks." 

The iníormant has also advised that on at least one 
occasion Hart took material oo Congressraan Dies at T/ashington 
váiich he had secured from Juan F. DeCardenas, Spanish Ambassador 
to the United States, and from John Eoghan Kelly and Father 
Francis X. Talbot.

The report of Special Agen i p ated at 

Her/ York Ciiy, Pecember 28, 1939, reflects that ílTS. catherine 
Curtis over radio station V.ABC in Nev/ York on December 9, 1939 
discussed the topic "Borrcm or Tax." In her talk on r.hat could 
be done to balanco the budget she mentioned an item of ÍJ10,000,000, 
which she claimed she v.-as reliably inf ormed -was to support a 
secret police force in this country. The ihformant advise6 that 
Llrs. Curtis was one of the founders of the Viomen Investors of 
America and is active in connection v.ithvarious vromen»s groups in 
Wev/ York City. She was allegedly involved in some difficulty in 
connection with her Investors J)rganization and may Iiave besn in- 
dicted and tried in connection therevdth. 

I'rs. Curtis ras responsible for a three-day meeting in 
the spring of 1939 at the 3iltmore Kotel in h'ev/ York City, at 
Thich Boake Carter nas the principal speal:er in close collaboration 
rith Joseph HcV.Uliams of the Christian Liobilizers. At this meeting 
the President of the United States vras allegedly attacked as a 
"pawn of lioscow." 
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According to the rtev/ York rimes Index, iirs. Curtis 
has also appoared on several occasions before various Senate 
coramittees in connection v.átn certain proposed. legislation, 
and is also said to have been behind Laura Ingalls, the avia- 
trix, nho received considerable publicity sorae time ago vhen 
she flew over the capitol dropping anti-war leaflets.

Hart in a letter to Foster Parmalee of Pannalee-

sations, mentions that he is sending under separate cover a 
copy of the book "The Red Uetrork" by iórs. ELizabeth Dilling. 
Hart makes the follovdng comment about the author: "Is an 
extremely capable and very temperamental individual, of, I 
believe, honesty and integrity, but vho sometimes permits 
herseif to be sv/ept into positions V7here the other side takes 
advantage of her idiosyncrasies and gives the public through 
the press a ridiculous impression of her. nevertheless, her 
book ia the onlyttiing of its kind.

James True; James True Associates ; 

True and his organization are strongly anti-semetic, 
and the Bureau is avrare of their past activities. The "Ner.’ 
L'asses" of August 18, 1936 states that Hart receives and utilizes 
True‘s v/eekly entitled "Industrial Control Reports." Ib quotes 
\ Hart as stating concerning True "An accurate and fir.e joumalist;" 

"Cne of the finest men I kncm;" "A man rdiom I oount as a real 
‘ frlend." 
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The l'Jew York Times of February 20, 1939 reported 
a rally for the Franco cause held on the preceding afternoon 
at the Seventh Regiment Armory, 66th Street and Park Avenue, 
i\levr York City, attended by a crovfti estimated at 10,000 under 
the auspices of the General Comirdttee for American Neutrality. 

The article goes on to state that the meeting ras presided 
over by UenTín K. Hart, whom it described as "lav/yer and 
President of the State Economic Council." Speakers besides 
Hart were listed as Dr. Alexarder Hamilton Rice, geographer ar.d 
explorer, Ogden H. Harnond, Ambassador from the Uhited States to 
Spain from 1925 to 1929, and Reverend Poctor Joseph F. Thorning, 
Professor of Sociology and Social History at hount St. Hary's 
College, Emndttsburg, Laryland. 

At this rally the picture "Spain in Arrns", a Franco

Von liaydell was the subject of a Bureau espionage 
investigation during v.-hich John E. Kelly appeared at the Herr 
York Office of the Bureau and stated that he had heard "through 
friends" thatan inquiiy was being made concerning Von f.'aydeH' s 
activities and that he v/anted to clear the latter's naire. 

Kelly refused to further identify the friends v/ho furnished him 
with the inforaiation conceming the investigation being conducted. 
Kelly at this time identified himself to the Agent intervicT/ing 
him as a llajor of the iiilitary Intelligence Keserve, and stated 
that he maintains an office in Room 1201, 15 ’.est 44th Street, 

Werr York City. It is further noted that Kelly's title of Lajor 
r.as verified tíirough subsequent investigation in this case 
through Captain Glavin of the lilitary ïntelligence at Governor's 
Island, Hew York, vno stated that Kelly is a blovr-hard and of 
questionable value as a Lilitary Intelligence officer.

Ur. Atwood indicated that he has a friend who 
is a stenographer in the Consul's office who has informed 
him concerning Hart and also the fact that the organization 
was very much involved in pro-Franco activities in Spain.

The article also stated that on December 8, 

1938, l'r. Itert held a meeting made notabl^ by the 
presence of Bund-leader Frita/ Kuhn; t-hat on December 
16 of the same year, Ur. Hari| spoke at a pro-FVanco 
| rally of the American Patriots arranged by extortiorv- 
ist Allen Zoll; and that .-r. Hart organized in collab- 
oration nith Allen Zoll a ,, pro-Araer±can M mass meeting 
held on February 19, 1940. 

n The Hour" commented on the fact that Lr. 

Hart, using a device in current favor araong U. S. 
anti-Seraites, likes to donounce "refugees" and "inter- 
national liberals" as being "blinded by fury at the 
persecution of minorities in Germany" and wanting "to 
drag us into their wars." For evidence of Lr. Hart's 
sympathetic understanding of the vray in vrliich the Nazia 
treat "minoritieo" iij the Third Retch, reference is 
maáe to Hart's book.l Ameríca —Look At Spain . in which 
the author condones iith historical analogies the per- 
secution of the Jerásh people in Spain. 

t In discussing Ur. Hart's chaimanship of tho 

^ e\i York State Economic Council, an organization that 
uas consistently pursued anti-labor, anti-democratic ^ 
activities, "The Hour" pointed out that a pamphlet i/ 
published by the Council recommends for additional 
reading-material the literature of the notorious anti- 
Semite and labor-spy Harold J. Jyng, as well as the 
works of the fascistic Elizab^tli Dilling. 'Ms partic- 
ular pamphlet eontains a prefact* written by iir. Hart. 

It Tfould seem from such facts as the above 
that if the Secretary of the Interior erred in his 
characterization of Leimn K. Hart, he erred on the 
side -)í understater.ent. 

At the time Lr. Ickes made his remarks about 
II. Kv-'Hart, he a'lso touched upon the fascistic inclina- 
tions of Lawrence Dennis. The latter has since challenged 
the Secretary's right "to attack the private characters 
and motives of the appeasers or would-be appeasers." 

In a rambling letter to the Nervr York Times, Lr. Dennis 
chides Kr. Ickes for "smearing" him but observes that he 
VJill not deign to "take up the gauntlet." 



It is notenorthy that LaTnrence Dennis, Trho 
has been so claciorous an exponent oí /unerican Fascism, 
is todey reluctant to be labeled as a fascist. Like 
many U. S. Fifth Columnists, he has suddenly discovered 
that he is motivated by the purest and nost patriotic 
of principles. In his latest book, 'Oie Dynamics of 
ïïar and Revolution. he strains to declaro his "loyalty" 
to this country, expounding his onn peculiar brand of 
patriotism in passages like the follorringj 

"As soon as ne enter the next war I shall 
try to join up in any capacity in r/hich I 
raay be found useful....l ehall be delighted 
to serve my countxy irith its war propaganda. 

I am juat as ready to lie as to kill for my 
country. Any ethic nhich does not put a 
man's coxmtry above all else is a stench in 
my nostrils. I have for no foreign country 
any sympathy vdiich would make it difficult 
for me to kiU its nationals if ordered by 
my country to do so.” 

The poverty of these jingoistic phrases is 
exposed rrhen Lir. Dennis voices his real attitude touard 
American Democracy and tcnrard the American people: 

"To make the task of my critics as simplo 
as possible, let me say categorically that 
I do not believe in democracy or the intel- 
ligenco of the masses (read, tho American 
people) as my critics will generally use 
these terns. If democracy merited my be- 
lieving in it or if the masses had social 
intelligence to r?hich rational appeal could 
be made, r/e should not have fought the Civil 
V.’ar and the 'Jorld Uar or be in the mess 
T/e have been in for the past ten years." 

Lr. Dennis, who pictures himself as a bit 
of an aristocrat, remarks that he writes for a very 
select group: 

"This book is not addressed, then, to those 
irho vrill be stampeded into nar like cattle 
into a corral but to all the elite..." 



And who are the,"ellte"? Tne author ansiTers 
this queation in his opeqing chapter, rhich is modestly 
entitled, "Definitions: ihey i.;ust 3e ï.'ade By ihose 

’.Tlio l’ake History": 

"The in-elite are the people vrho run things... 
The out-elite are those who might be running 
things if there occurred a ehift in pover. 

There can be no question as to who are the 
ins....0ne cannot desijnate conclusively 
the future elite among the outs. One has 
to nait until they come into povfer. But 
one is justified in saying that there always 
is an out or potential elite rhich might 
become the in or actual elite in a change 
of circuxnstances.". 

Of course, the fashionable gentry that ir. 
Denni3 chatters about so vaguely, and for T7bom his book 
is -n-ritten, are — in simple language — the fascists. 
Adolph Hitler also uses the nord "elite". He applies 
it to his most trusted set of thugs: the Schutz-btaffel, 
the blackshírted Hlite Guard of th.e iíasis. 

ilr. Dennis' vorics are filled t/ith fascistic 
jargon, such as his use of the nord "elite". like 
Hitler, and all other fascist "theoretician3" Ur. Dennis 
likes to conceal real aisis and motives behind mystical 
prattle about the "dynanu.cs" of society, etc. 

Tne fact is that i.tr» Dennis' principles today 
are just \.hat they v/ere when he T/as assistant editor 
of the not-so-stylish "Awalcener", defunct fascist joumal 
which had as executive editor the notorious anti-Semite 
Joseph P. l.amp and v/hich featured articles by labor spy 
Hany Jung, head of the American Vigilant Intelligence 
Federatibn. Despite his patríotic claims, Lanrence 
Dennis raaains t/liat he r:as then: an out-and-out fascist.

rs líervdn K. Hart, the allegedly anti-democratic head 
of the i-!ew York State Sconomic Council, has again 'issued a 
proclamation concernitig his patriotism. His statement, which 
appeared in the presa on Febpuary 27, 1941, is in answer to 
comments raade by Secretary'lckes before a dinner given in Kew 
York on February 26, 1941, by thy^rotestant Digest Associates. 

Hart in his stateraent to the press declared, "ílr. 

Ickes accuses me of treason. His stateraents are as fal3e as 
stateraents can be. I am neither anti-Semitic, anti-Negro nor 
anti-sharecropper." 

In connection with Hart's protestation, "The Hour" 
quoted the following passage that appeared in "The Hour" on 
September 28, 1940; "...a major portion of Merwin K. Hert's 

speech was quoted from a book of v/hich he is author, entitled, 
America - Look At Spain . This book, while attacking democracy 
throughout the v/orld, praises the Fascism that has corae to 
Spain. The anti-Seraitism in Spain is excused v/ith historical 
analogies: 'In 1469 Ferdinand of Aragon raarried Isabella of 
Castjie. They recognized the imperative need for unity... 

They began the enforced conver3ion (and expulsion) of non- 
Christian elements in the land,' A pamphlet advertising 
this book includes recomraendations from prominept anti-Semites. 
Araong these are the gentleraan-Fascist John B^'írevor, head 
of the~'American Coalition, and John B^-Snow, director of the 
•'teague for Constitutional Govemraent, v/ho deals in the Pro- 
tocols of Zion and othep anti-Semitic literature. The 
Coughlinite Brook3..yn ^Táblet also endorsed Araerica-Look /vt 
Spaln . ^ __

The Conimunists perfected the technlque of using innocents as fronts for 
their varlous subversive afctivities on the Left. The Fascists are their opposite 
numbars on the Right. They have learaed this Communist trick and are using it to 
dupe unsuspecting conservatives into opposing Democracy — the same job whlch the 
Communists have been dolng arnong liberals. 

One of the past masters of tLiu subversive Communist-Fascist technique is 
Merwin Jt. Hart. His front is ChcP'ow York Economic Council, of which he is Presi- 
dunt. Its purpose has been to agi-ate for lower taxes — a common and rcspectablo 
enough objective! Ihdoed, conservatives havo been duped by this slogan in the 
some fashion — as, on the other side of the street, the Ccmmunlsts have exploited 
tho defense of labor in order to extend their transmission belt among liberals. 

The real purpose of Henvin Hart : s Economic Council is no moro to reduco taxes than 
the purpose of tho Oommunist Front organizations ls to help laborJ Its purpose Í3 
to further Fancism in the U. S. A. J 

Although Hart signs the Cour.cil’s bi-monthly lotters, which nro circulated 
anong businessmen, hc is not at all well Icnown. He ia essontially a background 
uanipulator of Far.cict strategy. Only rarely does he show his hand and, thcn, 
before carefully selected groups like fche Union League Club. Thus, on Sept. 19, 
1940, he epokc his nind about what Democracy mean3 to himl "So far as I can see 
the great impctuo to ths use of thls word appeared aftcr the mutiny of the Conmun- 
ÍBt International in 1935." 

Thic provokocl violont indignation among mcmbera of his audiencc rho t.hought 
they were going to hear a dincusaion of the tax problem. It also taught Hart the 
wisdom of keeping hls moutli 3hut in order to renaln free to be the background 
raaster-mind and clearlng-liousc of the Fascist raoveiacnt. He has prefcrred to let 
othors like Father CougÚ.in and General Mosely be thc detnagogues. They come and 
go, v/hile he — the genoral staff — providec the novenents’s continulty, 

His ability to organize picket lincs fron the obscnei.ty of his backroom is 
uncanny. At a Christian Front aecting in Prospect Hall, Novcnbor 24, 1939, 

John Cassidy urgod an audionco of 300 to "go *p to I<Ierv/in K. Hart'o office on 
42nd Streot . . . and gnt free tlckets to the Qorden Rally ond got there early." 

Hart can bc credited, as rauch as any indlvidual in Anerica, wlth ably a'ssist- 
ing in the triunph of General Franco in Spain. The erabargo on nrnc to thc Spanish 
Ropublic remalned soaled despite the popular acntincRt — of unr.y Oatholics also - 
in favor of scndlng U. S. aras to the Spanish govcrnment. A snoll, articulatc 
ninority forued the Auerican Union for Nationalist Spaln. With Fathor Curran, 
leading Coughlinite in greater Now Yorlc, Bernard D'Arcy, Coughlir. s lnwyer in thc 
enst, Patrick Scanlon ond Allcn Zoll, ho prouoted the huge pro-franco rally at 
tho 7th Regioent Arnory in February, 1939. That Fronco in, and has olwaya been, 
a sleeping partner of the Axle is now all too apporent. 





The Anerican appeaDement oovonent owes a great dobt to Hart. He has had 
frequont neetir.gs with I.indb9rgh, Castle and Holt. Vemo\MarahnU becane the 
houd of the No Foreign War Ooumittee after Hurt lncroduced' hlQ to Lindbergh. On 
Dcceaber 8, 1940, Castle w'ote Kart that Karshall "is so violent on the subject 
of Jews and the Ne;v Deal that he is likely to badly oversfcep the nark. Ood knows, 
I have no particular affection for such pcople, but I nuch prefer to express it 
to you in private than in a public advortisenent." 

Hart attacks education in thc nane of ocononyj he denandod a $50,000,000 cut 
in school appropriations lcst year* He considers progressive education an indul- 
gence in "silly theories" and organized a national canpaign to renovo Hugg's 
textbook frou the schools. 

Becauso of exposure of his activitles, Hart has been carofully avoiding pro- 
Axis porsone recently and has beon studiously trying to take on protcctive colora- 
tion. He lnvited the liberal Rcpublican Congressnan, Joseph Clark Baldwin, to 
speak at his luncheon of April lOth. Baldwin did 3peak but aloo denounced the 
anti-denocratic views of the sponsors. Bcldwin said, "Had I known of theso views, 
I would not be here today." 

Mr. 0. K. Arnstrong was one of the astounded innocents who halted Veme 
Marshall's Connittee. In reaigning, he snid he had had dinner with Hart and had 
never heard so nuch pro-FuscÍst talk in hi3 lifo. Bund jnil"bird Fritz Kuhn and 
Jone8 Wheelor-Hill have been froquent guests at Hart’s political lunches. He has 
been able to carry on long after each of thcse charncters has been torpedoed.

Reference ig made to the Attorney General's írtemorandum _ 

dated October 2, 1941, requesting information contained in the fileA. c» _ 

of thia Bureau regarding the above-caotioned subject ahd referrlng to 
informatlon submitted to the New York Office on May 22 , 1941. At tSê 
time thia request was received from the Attorney Oteneral no record of 
information furnighed on May 22, 1941, wao available. However, upon 
contactin^ the New York Office it was determined tbat V-Xy FrancÍB 
Pickene'Miller, a member of the House of Delegates, Fairfax, Virginia, 
and a r&ember of the Council on Foreign Relaticna, Nevr York City, fumiahed 
considerable infor'nation to an Agent of that office, which material had 
not been acted upon nor had it been forwarded to the Bureau. 


A detailed explanation was requested of the New York Office in 
this regard, and that office hao advised that the original delay in the 
submission of the memorandum by the Snecial Agent was occasioned through 
a stenogranhic congestion then existing. A further delay occurred in 
obtaining the files in the New Yorlc Office on the eubject so that the 
apurooriate action could be taken and the Bureau given full advice. It 
was pointed out that at the time an explanation of thie raatter waa 
reouested the original raemorandum orepared by the Agent had not been 
filed and was still awaiting aporonriate attention. 


Since this matter arose, Assistant Director P. E. Foxworth has 
been placed in charge of the New York Office and with reference to the 
above delinquency he advised tbat aporopriate precautions had been tnken 
to nrevent a similar error in the future.

He alao disclosed to 
Ur. FINCH that he intends to maxry an B\gliah woaan end wanta to cane to 
the United Statea on hia hcneymoon. Kr. FINCH said that inaanuch aa 
Carnegie Endownment has discantinued tbe sponaoring of foreign lecturera, 
he told Profesaor LOCENDIO that Camegie would be unable to do thia, but 
he did offer to write lettera to aoveral univeraitiea, including one to 
Dr. BEOWN at the univeraity of Michigan, conceming LOGENDIO'S propoaition. 
Mr« FINCH aaid that if Caroegie Endownment had not changed ita policy 
LOGENDIO would be cne of the firat they woold want to oonaider. Mr. 

FDJCH said that he coneiders LO(£NDIO to be an hcnarable man of excellant 
character, integrity, and aa one who has no political axea to grind. He 
aaid that he haa gathered the definite Impreasion that LOGENDIO is intereated 
primarily in hia profeaaion aa a teacher and that he ia aincerely intereated 
in trying to pronote cloeer cultural relaticma between Spanish and American 
universlties. He is alao trying to establish a cultural exchange of 
students between Spain and the Uhited Statea» 

Mr. FINCH had ln hia poaseasion a alip of paper which had been 
prepared by LOQENDIO in hia own handwriting giving a brief background of 
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hlaaelf* Thia waa writton oo stationery of the University Club, 1 West 
56th Street, Hew Torlc City, where LOGBHDIO aaid he atayed while in New 
York City* Thia reflected that LOGENWÏjQ ia head of the Department of 
Political Science aod Public Law at the tmiversity of Spaln, that he ia 
a profeesor in the echool of Hispano-ABerican Studiea, Seville, Spaln, 
and the Uhiveraity of Habioda (sunmer univeralty), and he ia alao a member 
of the Council of Scientlfic Rflaearch, He wae bom in San Sebaatian, 

Spain on Aprll 16, 19Ui, and hae received degrec.* from tho university of 
Vhllavolid, Spaln, the Univeraity of Paria, University of Madrid and 
Oxford Unlversity, It reflected that he has lectured in Spain, France, 
England, Ireland, Austria, Himgary, Portugal and the united States, In 
additicn to the collegea previouely mentioned by lír, PIHCH, this paper 
reflected that he had alao lectured at the itoiversity of Denver, Udiversity 
•f California, Berkeley, Stanford Utoivwrsity, Los Angeles Univereity and 
Dayton Dniversity, 

This paper reflected that he is the author of^TEl Derecho de 
iíwrgincion w , published ln tfadrid in 19it0p^flsJisnen Politico del Estedo 
Espapol 1 *, published ln Barcelana in 19U2j and^tpolitico Extsrior de loa 
Estados Únicn de Aprerioa", published in líadrid in 19it5* It alao indicates 
that he ie a meober of the Arietobolian Sodftty, the Hewman society and 
the SooledAd Urccnjado de Amijos del Pale, 

tfr, FINCH said that he posseseed no knowledge concemlng any 
correspondenoe that he had had with the Intemational Ecokmío Coundl 
concerrdng LOCEHDIO and that he believed that any correspccdenco whicb 
Car»egie Endownmont had with that Council would probably have been 
carried on by the New Tork Office of the Carnegie Endownnent, 

Mr, FINCH has also fumished thla office witb a copy of a 
stateaent prepared by LOGENDIO conceming his plan for developing doser 
cultural tles between the Unlted Statee and Spain, Thia ie being 
transmitted to the Bureau,

W HEN angcls hovcrcd ovcr Bcthlehcin thcy 
sang of pcacc on carlh. Monkind has iong 
ycaructl for thc day whcn thc nations 
. shall beat thcir 'stvords into plowshares, and 
their spcars into pruninghooks." and whcn "nation 
sliall uot lift up a sword agaittst nation, ncithcr 
shall thcy lcarn war any morc.” 

Thcre is no disagreement ainong civilizctl mcn ahout 
this idcal. No intclligent pcrson prefers tunnoil and 
destruction to tranquility and thc chance for men to 
devolc Ihemsclvcs to the arts o f pestce. 

Neverthclcss, thc goal is one thing and Ihc various 
meuns to attain it am somediing else. Many a cause is 
wrcrkctl bccause mcn altenipt to pronmtc il bv defco- 
tivc rncthods—by ill-considcred, makeshift mcans, not 
groundcd in an understanding of rcalities. 

This docs not mcan that good causes arc always 
wrecked by the machinations of bad men. Good causes 
are more often wrccked liy guod men -men wlio sin- 
cerely love an idcal but who choosc mclhods which, in 
the eml, render certain the failurc to reach thc goal 
tliey scek. Inconipctence has produccd more buman 
tragedy on carth thati has malicc. 

Ás a matter of fact, a!l ptofles want pcace. It is 
amhitious politicians, with an cyc on somc personal or 
party gain, or cowardly politicians who sacrifice prin- 
ciple for expediency, who involve peoples in war. 
Thcn, witli control of propaganda sources, tliey usc 
slogans and music aud medals aud riblKins to makc thc 
war seem rightcous aud necessary. 

When goocl mcn with a good causc, hut wilh uii- 
Souud plans, mcet opposition, somcthing psychological 
happcns. ióioiving their aim is noblc, utey begin to 
ascribe the same nobility to their schemes. Thosc who 
agrcc with the aim, but who lack coníidenr.c in the 
proposed rncans, arc accused of hcing against thc aim. 

"You believe in world peace, dou’t you?" crfetl the 
advocatcs of the League of Nations after VVorld 
War I. "Theti ot' course you arc Cor thc League!” 
Or, in rcvcrse languagc they said: ‘‘So you arc against 
tlie I -caguc? Thcn you don’t want a warless world!" 

Of course t!iis is nonsense. But today it is happen- 
ing all over again: ''So you are against the United 
Nal ions? Tlic n you don't bclicvc in world peacc.” 

LUit we all dcsirc a world without war, a world in 
which nations dea! justly with each other, a wor!d iu 
wliich the rights of each individual are respected as 


they are not rcspcctcd over mosl- of thc eartli to«Íay. 
And becuusc uv seek such a n'frld. we are iigohwt 
tlic so-callcd Unitcd Nations. 

UN a Glgnntir Frnud 

l*or, in spitc of all thc propaganda, aud the tons oí 
papcr and ink dcvoted to making blnck appcar white, , 
Uie fact rcniains ;md is growing clearcr cvery day that 
thc “United Nations” is a fraud. Tt is ncither an avc- 
nue toward international amity and cooperation nor 
at\ instrument for peace. It is a mechanism /or fastcn- 
ing upon thc world an intematiunal rollcrtivism which, 
if it prevails, will destroy Iiuinan freedom. More tlian 
anylhing clsc, it will dcstroy our pricclcss American , 
libcrty. And. in the process, in the quest for world- 
uniformity at thc expcnsc of individual and national 
freedom, it will plungc us into anotlier cyclc of wars. 

Frotn thc beginning. Unitcd Nntions has bccn a 
fraud upon people of good will. Its dishonestv is im- 
plicit in its vcry conception—is writtcn into its ''Char 
ter" appcars constantly iti its acts. Yet of thcse 
tliings the American pcotde havc becn told lilllc or 
nothing. I£ach moral defect of UN has been "sold" 
to our pcoplc as a moral virtue; each bctraygl o t prin- 
ciplc as a maintenance of principlc; cach shacklc for 
frecdom as an aid to frcedom; eacli rctreat as an ad- 
vance; earh dcfcat as "a famous victory.” 

The fraud bcgnn witli the vcry conccption of UN. - 
Long-suffcring mankind was assured it was an asso-.ia- 
tion of “peacc-loving” nntions tn promotc world • ,’stice 
and pcacc. Instcad, it was an ailianec of victors hcld 
togethcr only by thc circumstance of tcmporary advan- 
tagc, which f roni thc beginning was pianncd by two 
divcrse forccs xvithiit that alliancc to be an instrumcnt 
of private advantagc. 

Thc ballyhooed San Francisco "con fp.rcncc’’ at whicli 
tlie Ciiaitcr was franied was onc long assay in 
hypocrisy, diicancry and intrigue. To makc matters 
worsc, the rcpresentatives of the Unitcd Statcs with 
naïvc sinccritv and monumcntal incompetencc entcrcd 
thc world poiccr-gamc witli thc Sovict Union with all 
the moucy on our sidc of tbc table, and holding cards 
that should havc bccn utibcatablc. Whett tlie garne 
cnded, the money was a)! pilerl on the other side of thc 
tablc, and the American rcpresentatives werc shivcr- 
iug in the early-morning air, rainus thcir vcry shirts. 
Stalin's Iwys had won the gamc and got just thc kind 
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of "United Natiorls” thc USSR wantcd. Ttiey have 
^CQiirimicd iheir winning habits in UN cver sincc, get- 
^ tin^ettt^pf it exaclly what they have waiitcd. 

DecepUon l>y Smooth Wordg 

The “Charier” oí UN contains the evidence of its 
hasic anrl thoroughgoing dishonesty. Tfie preamble 
asserts: 

"We tlic pcoplcs uf tlic United Nations, deter- 
mincd to savc sucteeding gencrations from rhe 
scourge of vvar . . . to rcafíirm faith in fundatnental 
human rights . . . to practice toleranee and livc to- 
gelher iu peacc with one anothcr . . havc rrsolvcd 
to combine our efforls to accotnplish these ends.” 

These words did not truthfully describe cither the 
actua! situation or thc intentions of the parties. United 
Nations is not novv. and has at no time bcen, an asso- 
ciation of "peoples.” No pcrson on earth is a “citiacn 
of UN." It was not, as was Uic Constitution of thc 
United States, framed hy delcgatcs who reprcscnted 
pcople, and who reserved hasic rights to the people. 
It was jramcii by an assodation, of govenments. And 
thc question of whcther those governmcnts reprcsented 
their j>e 0 |jle was not once evcn so niucli as suggcsted: 
for that might have bccn cmbarrassing to Marshal Sta- 
lin, head of the rnost ruthless dictatorship in history. 

Just vvhat this means is wcll-stated by Dr, Fclix 
Morlcy in Hunum lívcnts for May 12, 1948: 

"History records no assurnption more shamclcss 
than the UN pretense that the Communist tyranuy 
:n Moscow speaks for the oppressed people of Rus- 
sia. and tliat it is the purposc of this tyranny 'to re- 
affirm ftmdamcntal faith in Imman rights.' An in- 
tcrnational organization baseil on such dishoncsty 
was bound to fail.” 

***** 

From the beginning of UN, its architects wcre con- 
frontcd with a dilemma. What was this body really 
lo he? Werc its nu.mbers to give up jxirt of their sov- 
creignty? Was UN to be tlie begdniiing of real world 
goverimient? Or, vvas it to be without binding au- 
tluuity nver its meinbcrs? In ordcr rcally to "vvork," 
it would liave to be onc nr the other 

Thc methods and i>rincip!es of a voluntary associa- 
lion, without binding authority over its members, must 
- in thc naturc of tiie casc be radically different froin 
Uk“sc of an organization possessing acttial authority. 

T.“e arcliitects oí UN “solvcd" tliis dilcmma by thc 
expedient oí prctending it wasn't thi-re. Th«ir Char- 
tcr as ado|>ted contains some rcscrvations of national 
sovcrcignty. somc surrcndcr of national xovereignty. 
nod a great deal of fuzzy langnagc llral may upon oc- 
casion be iuteipretcd either way. The "grcnt powcrs" 
(the U.S.A., USSR, britain, Francc :uid China) were 
given pcrmAiieni seats in thc "Security Council," with 
llie right of vcto ovcr nl| mattcrs not mercly procrdiiral. 

Tlie LIN Spi«lcr-web 

Pnil llic UN Charler is only part of tlic scbemc of 
the wnrld planners. AJthough disappoïntcd al the in- 
coinplete surrender of nalional sovercignty to UN. 
they were not discouraged. They had fnresccn just 
lliis, and were preparcd for it. They armngcd for thc 
sclup establishetl hy tlie UN Quutcr to Ire only a nu- 
clcus, suuoundcd like the ceptcr of a spidcr-weh h> ;«

groups Iiears a Hígfi-sounding Immanitarian namc, and 
a correspondingly impressive payroll, and each has a 
portion o/ thc tnsk of enmeshing the life of thc whole 
world into a totalilarian, collectivist unity. Eacli plays I 
its pan in tapping thc wcahli of thc U.S.A. and rcdís- | 
Iributing it throughnut thc eartli. 

Thosc grnii|>s are ccrtain conimissions: Fiscal, Popu- 
lation, StatisticaJ, Human Rights, Social, Fconomic 
nnd Kmploymcnt, Transport and (!ommunications, 
Narcotic Drugs, and Status of Wonrcn. Thcy includc 
Spccial Agencies: namcly, World Hcaltli Organizaiion 
(WTTO), Tntcrnational Rcfugec Organi/.ation (IRO), 
Intcrnntional Trade Organization (ITO). Unitcd Na- 
lions Kdncalional, Scientific and Cullural Organiza- 
lion (UNKSCO).

Assembly, Sccurity Council, 
Tnternational Court of Justice, Ectmomic ánd Social 
Council, Trusteeship Councfl, Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, Mililary Slaff Cnmmittee and the UN Sccrc- 
tariat. 

Some of the agencies havc already gonc a considcr- 
able dislance toward fulfilling their part in thc crcation 
of a colleetivist world. Othcr.s have done compara- 
tivcly littlc. An cxamplc of the first is the ITO, whosc 
chartcr if adoptcd—ironically in the name of “frce 
Iradc"—will go far to fastcn the Socialist pattem on 
Ihc vvorld. An cxamplc of agencics that have done 
little ïs the Atomic Encrgy Commission which has 
suspendcd active opcrations bccausc it does not suit the 
intercsts of the Soviet Union to cooperate with it. 

What the USSR Want» 

It has becn the proclaimcd policy of thc Unitcd 
Statcs since 1945 that onr foreign rclations shall bc 
coordinatcd wilh Unitcd Nations concepts and policies. 

Nothing on carth couJd be more welcome to tlie Soviet 
Union. For thc inherent contradiction in the makeup 
of UN guarantecs that any U. S. forcign policy gcared 
to it will he contradictory, stinnhling and futilc. That 
is wlrat thc USSR wants—hcsitation, imlecision, 
fumbling upon our part, while the mastcrs of the 

Kreinlin knovv exactly where tliey want to go and kecp _ 

on going therc. 

Mcanwhile Moscow has madc full use of Russian 
membcrship in UN as a sounding board for Soviet 
propaganda. So íar as the collectivist activities of tlic 
othcr agcucies arc coiiccrned, ihey also dclight the 
chicfs c.f thc Politburo, who know vcry wcll Uwt So- 
cialisni is a big sfcp tovvard Communism. And if the 
non-Soviet part of thc world becmnes Socialist, vvliich 
we Americans through ilic Marshall I'lan are i<aying 
our dollars to bring about, the task of isolating and 
haukrupting and destroying ihe last stronghold of cco- 
nomic libcrty—tlie U.S.A.—will be rcndered that 
much casier and simpler. 

Tlie futilily of UN as an instrumeut of American 
foreign policy is daily hecoming ptainer. So far as 
atomic cnerg)’ is coiiccrne.l, UN has been and will bc 
powerlcss to bring about any agrccrnent vvhiclr includes 
Russia. A íurthcr failurc, which has Ireen huslicd by 
official circles, is the inability of UN to create its in- 
tcmational “security force." 
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Thc Paleslioc Mcss 

Hut the most conspicuous failure <>f UN has bc-en 
Palestinc. If the antics of UN and our own State 
Dcpartrnent did not involve tragedy for so many peo- 
plc, thcy would be subjects for satire an<1 mirth UN 
failure in Palestine condusively proves tliat the inher- 
ent contradictions in the UN Cliarter between the vol- 
untary association principle aud ihe wnrld govenunent 
principlc must of nccessity paralyzc it when con/rontC<l 
with major dedsions. It shows, too, Ibat futilely íool- 
íng around with explosive issues does not promote 
pcacc but leads to war. 

The waveríng of the Administration between trying 
to fmd a I'alestine policy whích would bc Amerieau, 
an<) one that would conscrvc the "Jeivish vote" for the 
Democratic Partv in 1948, lias rnade it the laughing- 
stock of thc world. It has made no fricnds for the 
U. S. Iiut h;ts created enemies And when /iotiist" 
uggressiuns in Palcstiiie havc heen made to appcar as 
"defcnse of the homdand” while Arab attempts to de- 
fcnd thc Innd in which they Iwvc livcd for fhirtecn 
cctituries are callcd "aggressïon," the "tnoral authority” 
of UN has sunk to a new low. ’ *' 

As we predicted in previous Lettcrs on Palcstine, 
the rccommendotion for Partition—which Zionists mis- 
call a "decision"—was stoutly resistcd by the Arab 
world. Though Partition was forced on UN by the 
United Statcs, public and privatc protests in Washirig- 
ton compclled tlie U. S. to reverse its support of Par- 
tition Then tiie U. S. backed and filled. A spccial 
session of tlie UN Assembly was callctl—but did 
nothing-. 

When the British mandate in Palestine was almut 
to cnd, Palestine Zionists on the 14th oí May pro- 
claimed the new "state of Isracl.” At one minuto 
after midnight of that day (PaleStine time) President 
Truman announced ''de facto’’ recognition of the new 
“state.” It ha» been rcportcd i.mblicly (and not to our 
laiowlcdge denied) that Mr. Tniman asked the new 
"state” to rcquesl rccognition, which it had nnt ex- 
ccted to gct. Somcthing bctter than rumor has it tliat 
1 r, Truman extcnded recogiiition without consulta 
tion with the I >eparlrnent of Statc. By a coincidence, 
in the tlays following, Democratk |X)liticians in Ncw 
Ynrk City announcefl thnl Mr. Truman was Mrnc ac- 
ceptable to them! 

Tlic President also neglected to inform the United 
Statcs ddegation in the assembly of UN uí liis inlen- 
tion, The first news tlie delegation had was wbeti 
they reatl it on tlic news-ticker. Iti the sessinn oí 
Snturday. April 15th, our ohserver noted that Seuator 
Austin, leader of tlie II. S. delcgatinn, sat lluough the 
thrcc hours of deliate witli pursed lips, and ncver unee 
sfiokc. Duririg tliis rlehatc uation after natíoit took 
coiuemprnous cracks at the U,S A. for having gonc over 
tlic head oí UN. The Asseinl.lv adjourned in weary 
disgust. 

U.N. was failing, because so grandiose, visionary a \ 
sehemc could not possibly work. 

Nn American intcrest is iuvolvcd iit Palejitinc. It is 
purely a Zionist srhcnic m lakc by force what belong.s 
10 -.< «mcone clse and cnhance thcir own prestige. lf 
uon Zionist Jews huve any regard for thcir nwn futvtre 
as Amtsricans, tliey should speak up and dissociate 
themselvcs from political Zionistn. It would bc tragic 
if tliev too should fall into tbe pit the Zionists are dig- 


ging for tiiemsclves! 'Tf thcy do not so dissociatc thcm- t| 
sdves, a tragic wavc oí resentment against all JevvSjj 
tnay sweep tliis country. Already thcrc are signs it j| 
has bcgttn. Should tltc great majority oí Amcrican 
Jcws, loyal to only onc country and onc tlag. by thcir I 
silence allnw the American pcoplc to beticve that all 
Jews arc /ionisfs, it woukl bc a disastcr for all Jcws.

Whai Sliouhl Ainericu Do? 

In the light of all tliese facts, wliat sliould be tlie 
Artierican aititudc toward this LTN wíth ús threat of 
frictíon and war? 

It has becn suggcstcd tbat UN nceds "strengthen- 
ing." But accordíng to its advocatcs, sirengtíiening 
would mcan converting UN into a rcal world govern- 
mcut. 

Thc means thcy suggcst is to abolish tlic veto. 

Thc usc of the veto by llic USSR has irritated an<l 
embarrasscd thosc pscu<l<i-libcrals who Jikc lo think of 
UN in tcrniR of /lulhoríty. But in its usc of the veto. 
thc USSR is violatirig neitlier llie letter nor fhe spirit 
of the Chartcr. Recavtse our visionaries failcd to tnink 
through what the veto would mean, why eriticue the 
USSR? 

Itui do i ye Americoni want workl goveimnent, wjth 
aiitbority to contpel obedience over evcty nation in- 
cluding thc Unitcd Slates? For that is what "strengtb- 
cning- UN" by abolishing the veto means. It means 
the surrendcr of Anicrican sovercignty to a world gov- 
erntnent. Do Amcricans want to hand over iheir fale 
to be <Icci<le<| by ythcr nations, al! of wltich (ogether 
/ail in many ways to c<|ual thc powcr and resourccs of 
the U. S. ? We Ihink Ihe an.t~ver ij n dccided NO. 

Those wlio heard the dcbate over Palcstine, and lis- 
tened to Tccland, Guatcmala, Libcria, Byelo-Russia, the 
Philippines and othcr small nations voting on thc fu- 
ture of the Middie Rast, would liardly sleep niglus if 
they fhought that somc day thc fate of the pcople oí 
the United States might Im dtcided by thc stune pro- 
cedures. Wc had bctter bc clcar-heodcd in thinking 
about this vcto business. As a matter of fact, if we 
Amcricans want to kccp our way of lifc and our lib- 
erty, we sltottJd be lltc lasi nalion an rarllt to cnttscnt 
tn abolishivj/ Ihc vrlo It wOltld bc ottr only sal- 
vation. 

All this might not be so dcadly scrinus if thc world 
siliiation vvere not what it is. But America now stands 
in the greatest pcril tliat ever mcnaeol the Kcpuhlic 
Ilalf the world—the Soviet world—has vowed to 
destrpy us and is tnaking tborough preparations to do 
so. fn tlie non-Soviet half of tlie workl wc arc tbe 
leading power. But our military power Uas drojipcd 
bclow thc safcty linc. We arc infiftratc»! witlt Sovict 
spies. We arc sttll amiably attemptirrg, by the squan- 
dcritig of our resources, to buy fricnds and allies 
tlrroughout thc world, ugainsi thc <lay wheu arms may 
decide the future of niaukind. ^ 

Ou thc international scene we arc surrounded by ' 
eager nations who like Unclc Sam as long as his hank- 
roll is available. But once let that bankroll íail, or let 
tis bo cngaged in a ftghl for life against the gangstcrs 
who havc sworn to get us, and we shall fiml how mudi 
gnod will we tiavc bougbl wilh our Ijillions. ff tlic 
fitial battlc comcs, wc predict rltat America wifl be as 
nude of allics as a Canadia» maple is nudc uf leaves 
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in a Jamrary galc Tlien, AiuctTc^W|I be isolationist 
not from choicc but froni neccssity, bccausc our potcn- 
tial allies will suddciily find that thcy havo business 
dscwhere. lf vvc rcproach thcm, they will urlKinely 
plaec thc hlamc ori us by saying, "But my dear íellow, 
you really didn't hclp us enowjh, you kiíow, to cnahle 
us tn be any real Ireíp to you l’’ 

In a speech, May 6th, Secretary of State George C. 
Marshall approachcd the subject fronr a difïereut 
anglc, In so doing he revealed, after all that has hap- 
pencd, an astounding state of niind. He told the 
House Cotnmittee: 

“A fundamental task of the United Nations and 
of our [nreign policy is to dispel the misconceptions 
ol the Sovict Icadcrs. . . 

What further evidence is needed that Gencral Mar- 
shnll should bc rctircd from the Statc Departnrent forth- 
witlr? Anyone with the wcalth of inforniation at his 
disposal, who could for one moment bclieve that the 
Soviet lcaders are merely suffering from “misconcep- 
tions" about Western civilization, is hopeless. The 
Soviet leaders avc realists who know all thcy nccd to 
know alrout Wcstcrn civilization, and vvho are dclighted 
tliat Gcncral Murshall so completely nndcrcstimates 
tliem. It is true that mueh of tlicir prof>ayanda con- 
tains crude lies about America, hut General Marshall 
sliould rcmember ihat this is addressed, not to tlicm- 
sclves, hut to thc sort of pcople tlicy tliink will bc- 
licvc it. 

But the idca that our forcign jiolicy is iu the. hamls 
of a man who Iabors undcr thc colossal dclusion Uvat 
thc Soviet leaders mcrely don’t understand us, and 
that it is our duty to explain oursclves to thcm, ought 
to arousc every hearcr like a firebell iu the night. 

In thc sante spccch, f icneral Marshall [>luggcd for 
“widespread improvcmcnt of llie materjal and social 
well-being of the peoplcs of tlie world" as tlie way 
to achievc “a world ordcr based on law and dedicatcd 
to poacc and progress." I-Ic also opposcd abolition of 
thc veto iti UN on thc ground that it would dcstroy 
UN and result in thc formation of “rival military alli- 
ancesl” Not one tiue of fiis address itidicaled tliat 
General Marshal! Itas thc remotest conception of Ihe 
aclual ivorld silualion or the roal intentions of thc So- 
viet Union. 

The Rcme<ly 

f We have our remedy for thc UN prohlem J.et it 
' dic. Il has proved it can do no good, and alnvost as 
surely that it is capahle of infinite harm. It can bring 
irrcmcdiahle disaster to tlve une last, best hope of 
eartlv: ihe UnitecI Statcs of America. It eannot scrve 
tlie cause of world i>eace, and nohody who vvishes for 
world peace can safely support it another day. 

The nations of this world, if thcy are resolved to 
dcal fairly with caeh other, need no international supcr- 
govcrnment to compel thern. If they are not so re- 
solved, they vvill incvitably coine into conllict, and tlve 
cxisttnce of UN cither as it is or as it miglvf he 


“strengthcned" >fi#"1iicrcasc rathcr than lcsscn thc 
likelííiood of wars. 

As vvc go to press the Zionists aro crowding Presi- 
dent Truman to lift the embargo on arms íor the paper 
“State of lsrael." The Russian-born Chaim Wciz- 
nvann, “President'' of Isracl, is urging Truman to grant 
a loan of 90 millions of our taxpaycrs’ money.

Aml aU this started with Unitwl Nations. Indccd, . 
it becomcs increasiugly clcar that thesc un-Anvcricaii I 
elemcnts wcrc the. rcal architects of UN arnl its inis- 
chievous alphabctical agencies. They arc back of tbe 
attemptcd socialization of Amcrican indnstry, of thc 
illcgal inmvigration of pcrhaps a million of Europcan 
and Asiatic undesirahlcs, of El'.PC, antl other vicious 
bureaucratic controls.

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>^There Is No Peace 


On thc morning of Octobcr 14tti thc conrtroom of 
Federal Judge Harold R. Mcdina grcw silcnt as the 
Clcrk pttt thren words to a forentan of a jury. 

"How say you?” 

"Wc find each and every one of the defendants 
gtiilty." 

By wire and through thc air the news spcd across 
/Atttcrica, across thc world. Within minutes millions 
of Antericans kncw thc "Communist trial" in Ncw 
York was ovcr. 

Thcn came a wave of eraotion. AMRRICANS, at 
\ homc, at work, fclt a liftiug of spirit, a pridc that the 
greal Rcpuhlic had at last asscrted its lawful right of 
self-preservation. F.vcrywhere thcre was thankfulncss. 

At long last thc law liad cauglit up with Commtmists 
who were conspirittg to destroy free Atttcrica. UN- 
Amcricans cverywhere wcre in a wellcr of dcspottd. 

Fcw of thosc who rejoiccd had cver known or cven 
secn tíic defendants. The American peoplc did not 
hate thesc men as individuals. But they did hate what 
they hail bcen doing. Tlte verdict rcachcd down into 
the deep, unconscious faith of every tnan that this is a 
country of law, that justice dcmands punishntent of 
fltc guilty. To dcstroy America, "fhc jast, best hopc 
of manlond," would be an evtl thing, enslaving all 
Amcricans. 

Tlte American people owe a debt to the jury of 
rcprcscntativc Amcricans who through more tltan ninc 
months had listencd to fivc million words of ovidcncc. 
They arc gratcful to Judge Medina for his firmness, 
cottrage, patiencc and rcstraint. as well as for tlie justice 
mcfcd out at thc end to fhose lawyers who had tried to 
niake a mockery of tltc law and of the court. And to 
the prosecutors who wcl! and ably did their duty. 

Wltat Was on Trial? . 

ít has becn said fltaf not tlie Commmiïst Party. but 
only thc elcven defcndants, werc on trial This is 
true only in a narrow, tcchnical scttse. Tbe Comxttu- 
nist Party as such was not ttnder indictment. But acts 
of consptracv against the United Statcs. done. as the 
jttry corrcctíy concludcd. with thc purposc of dcstroy 
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ing thc Rcpublir, wcrc done by ofiiccrs of tbe Cont- 
munist Party. at the dircction of thosc who control 
that Party, and with the clear purposc of cstablishing 
a rcvolutionary dictatorship by that Parly upon thc 
ruins of constitutional govemment. The acts of con- 
spiracy wcre inseparablr from the acts of tbc Com- 
mutiist Party of the U. S. A. 

Tfitts, whilc it tnay bc strictly true that the Commu- 
nist Party has not bcen "outláwed," it is profoundly 
trtte that the leadership of thc Cotnmunist Party has 
hcen convicted for conspiring against thc United Statcs 
in their ofiicial acts and functions as oflicers of that 
Party. The proof of criminal conspiracy by thc clcvcn 
defcndants cannot be scvcred from thc proof that tltc 
Communist Party is itself a criminal conspiracy. The 
tloclrincs of the Party wcre put in evidencc to show 
precisely thc intentions of thc accused. Thc jury 
rightly decidcd that whcn those intentions were joined 
to ovcrl acts, performed on behalf of the Party, the 
combination was subversive and criminal. Proof of 
thc case against tlte elevcn automatically involvcd proof 
of thc case against thc Parly. 

Cotnmunlst seizure of the Unitwi States wottld l»c 
líkc what happened in the "Iron Curtaitt" countrics. 
As in Czechoslovakia, Red-Icd labor unions would most 
likely be the instrument of seizure. The Constítution, 
witli its legislative and jtidicial bodies, would be wipcd 
out. Thc Bill of Rights wottld go out of the wittdow. 
Private property and private cnterprise would ccasc 
to cxist. Possibly fivc million UN-Americans—Cotn- 
munist Socialist stooges—would enjoy thc "more abtm 
dant life”—abundant tn things of thc. flcsh. barren nf 
fruits of the spirit. A bundrcd and forty-fivc million 
AMERICANS would literally be slaves. Not slaves of 
the kind we had in the South till 1861, whcre a certain 
benevolcncc oftcn rcigncd. but slaves undcr masters 
who know how to hate. 

But just because the jury’s vcrdict was "guilty,” the 
Arnerican pcople should not tbink the battle against 
those who would dcstroy our frcedom is ovcr—or any- 
wherc near over. If they should draw this easy con- 
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clusion, the victory in Judge Medina’s court ntight 
prove a disasler rather t)tan a Wcssitjg. 

ïhc battle is not over, The Communist Party will 
carry tln's case to tltc Suprcme Court. meanwhilc dot'ng 
its best to confuse and muddy the issues in tlic public 
mind. And in this ihcy have powerful allies—allies 
who proclaitn loudly and piously that thcy arc not 
Communist, th#t they “abhor Commtmism l ', for ex- 
atnplc, thc “Atnerican Gvil I.iberties Union," wi»h its 
long record of defending Communists and ecboing thc 
Communist Party line in callitig the triaJ an cffort to 
cstablish “thought-control.” 

Of course, the trial was nothing of the sort. These 
defcndants were not branded as criminals merely for 
what they thought nr wrotc. Thcy stand convictcd 
because tliey entcred into a conspiracy to destroy the 
Unitcd Statcs and lxjcause iu furthcrance of that pur- 
pose they pcrfortned certain ovcrt acts. 

The eonspiracy, as any conspiracy niust, involvcd 
successivc stcps, Thc first stcps wcre caJculátcd to set 
thc slagc for thc dcstruction nf the Rcpublic. Other 
steps, mdtiding the actual ovcrtlirow of tlie Govcrn- 
mcnt by force and violcnce, dcpended upon the first 
steps baving first l>ecn successfuily accomplished. Thc 
first stcps, thereíore. were as much a part of tlic total 
process as the culminating steps would have been whcn 
the time came to take them. The dcsign was a tinity, 
well planned from first to last, and shot through at 
cvcry stagc tvitli criminn I, trcasonabie intcnt. 

Thc dcfendants and their stoogcs whine thcy are 
bcing persccuted for mcre ndvocacy of "social change," 
nol for overt aets. This is false. They were convictcd 
for conspiracy to ovcrthrow thc cxisting Govcrnment 
of the UniterJ States by force and violcnce. Thcir 
overt acts cannot bc considcred apart from tlicir total 
/fcsign. To mcet, to organize, to plan togcthcr liow 
and when force shall bc uscd, to gather rccruits, to in- 
filtratc kcy Jaljor unions (sudi as clectrical workers 
and longshoremcn) against the day of rebellion—thcse 
and thousands of otlier such acts are overt acts. 

To arguc that criminal plans, followed by definitc 
stcps to bring thcm to fruition, cannot bc punishcd or 
stopped until thc last. culmínating stcp has bccn bcgun 
is plain silly. Those who so argtic iinagiuc that the 
only overt act must bc thc fitinl aet. I f tbis wcrc truc. 
you could nevcr catch up with tbcse conspirators until 
their conspiracy Itad succceded. Which is just wJiat 
the conspirators want. 

The wholc Communist conspiracy has beeti overt, 
cven if many things, not obviously criminal, have bcen 
donc by fcllow-travclcrs to further it. It is dífficult to 
imagine how much more clcarlv nr openly tlic dctcr- 
mination of the Party to dcstroy thc Rcpublic and set 
up a Soviet Governroent here could bc statcd than it 
lias becn stated by Communists for ycars through ihc 
press, in speecbes and in books and pamphlets. Lïke 
Hitler, the Commuoists have said cxactly what they 
intcnd to do. 

But if a burst of thanks to God at tlie vcrdict welled 
up in thc hearts of niillions of Amcricans who lovc 
their countty, that vcrdict brought no joy to the Com- 
munists, including thc Communist cclls in our Govcrn- 


ment where Whittaker Chambers and Alger Hiss once 
workcd togcther. 

Thc Coinrounists in Govemment have few illusions. 
Uttcrfy ruthlcss, thcy despisc thc witlcss dupcs who 
can bc pcrsuadcd that suppression of their conspiracy 
is supprcssion of írcc specch. But therc is one thing 
thcy do rcspcct, for it is thc principlc by which Ihey 
theinselvcs livc and by whidi tlicy airn to achieve and 
kccp powcr. 'Lliat thing is force —forcc equal to or 
superior to thcir own. Thcy have despiscd frcc Amer- 
ica as a countiy of flabby crowds. Iicnt only on amuse- 
ment, bread and circuse», through which tliry would 
some day slash their way to power as a Jjof kmfe sliccs 
through butter. Now thcy hear thc brcath of a cold 
wind and are not happy—not yet sure. 

Wc arc not yet sttre, eitlier. Whcthcr Amcrica will 
awaken in time to dcaí with the perils ihat have gath- 
cred about and withín in her long tmawareness, we do 
not know. But if our pcople now dccidc thc safety of 
Amcrica is assurcd, if thcy turn back to thcir usual 
preoccupations, happily confidcnt that thc future is 
saíe in thc hands of tlie potiticians and the courts, then 
America is doomcd. 

Wliy? 

Bccnuae— 

Because of thnse Americans who have bcen "fighting 
Cotnmunism" otit of onc side of their mouths and out 
of the olher sidc have been incessantly campaigning 
to makc Amcrica socialist. And this group indudes 
"Lihcrals” of many ktnds. 

Thcy havc pictured Socialism as a great, ‘'liljcral" 
forcc opposing totalitarian Communism. To hear thc 
Socialists tcll it, Socialism is humanítarian and "demo- 
cratlc." Communism is power-mad and autocratic 
Onc would think the two movcments werc ctcrnally 
opposed at every point. 

They arc nothing of the sort. They are blood brotJi- 
crs. That sincere pcojtle who ca|l themselves Soci- 
alists will dcny this vchemcntiy and sincerely is entirdy 
immatcrial. They dcny it only lw.cau.sc they have not 
becn ablc to scc througli the rosy illusions thcy cherish, 
down tn thc stark hard cnnsotuences of the stcps they 
want us to take. 

Socialism, Jike Cominunism, once set up anywhere, 
must morc and more adopt thc methods of the com- 
pulsory state. Once startecl on tltat road there is no 
othcr choice. Tbe warm-heartcd humanitarian Social- 
isls of ihe first jdiase may shrink from applyitig com- 
pulsion when tlie only aHernativc is to return to a free 
cconomy and a frcc socicty. But if they will not use it. 
there are othcrs who will push tlicm asidc and seire 
thc centers of power—as I .emn and Trotsky pushed 
Kercnsky aside in 1917. 

You cannol supfiress a free niarkel economy withoul 
retfulatir/n price-setling, ralioninff, firoduction quotas 
ond the FORCE to enforce them. And, as thc tronblcs 
of o statc-mamffed economy muUifily, as multiply thcy 
must, tnorc and »n ore forcc must bc broughl lo bcar at 
cach successive stefi. 

Thc niantjged cconomy is thc end of thc frce political 
socicty. Whether one calls it "Socialism” or “Com- 



munism" makes little iJifference. lt has even been 
callcd "thc Kingdom of Gotl on eartb”! Whatevcr the 
lahr.l, thc rcalíty t.t the eoinpultory stale. 

Tlic Socialist jmhlication TUe Nnv Lvade » , edited l>y 
as liurnanitarian and personally harmlcss Socialists as 
ever invited a civilization to take the road to disastcr, 
in an editorial of October 22, 1949, betrayed the un- 
easiness that even the best Sociaiists must feei as they 
pondcr the trial of the Communists. Ohserving that 
no ojjponcnts of Communism would havc seoired sucli 
a trial anywhere beliind the Iron Curtain, The Netv 
Leiuter altackcd the whole philosnphy undcrlying thc 
verdict, anrf in a curious way. 

'll'c eteven should not have been tricd under the 
Smitb Act. says The Ncw Leader, because the Smith 
Act ‘ contains clauses swecping enough to apply to non- 
Coinmunists. . . . In its present form nothing can pre- 
vent its application to non-Communists as well, and 
as such it does express an attitnde of thought-contrul 
which is antagonistic to the Anieriean system." At 
the same time The New Leadcr is quite re.adv to see 
the Communists tricd and sentenecd "as agents of a 
foreign power”—but not fnr their conspiracy! Yet 
the Socialist organ agrces that Conimunism is a con- 
spiracy. 

Tlus reaction is not so curious, after all, if we re- 
membcr Ihat the cnd-result of hoth Socialism and 
Communism is the compulsory state—the moral and 
political oppositc of the kind of governmeut establisbed 
by the Constitution of the United States, Socialists 
do not likc the Smith Act; ratlier they want a law that 
can catch the Communists, but nobody else who miglit 
l>e convicted of conspiracy! 

At this point tlie reader may inquire: Are you try- 
ing to tell me tliere is also a Socialist conspiracy in 
America, 

That is it, exactly- Amcrican institutions, Americau 
freedom, are today under a two-pronged attack. Both 
arc highly dangerous. But the actual intemal menacc 
of the socialist conspiracy is greater than that of the 
communist. This is bccause tlie socialist conspiracy 
is being mostly soid to thc American people under false 
labels and does not at present cauiemplate frjrce and 
violence, although Socialism, too, will have to use force 
to make its planning effective. 

When wc say “socialist conspinicy,” we do not mean 
the group of gentle idealists gathered around The Neu> 
Leadcr or thc sincere but deluded Norman Thomas. 
We rnean the energetic, politically wisc pcople who have 
heen infiltrating both the Democratic and Repuhlican 
Partíes, prcscnting a full Socialist program under an- 
other namc. Wc mcan Anwrirans jor Democraic. Ae- 
liw By their dominarinn of thc Northern wing of 
the Dentocratic Party aitd by their verv considerahíe 
influcnce in the Republican Party these Socialists havc 
already begitn to move the United States at beadlong 
speed dovvn the socialïst road. They're trying to fol- 
low the road of fhe Brilish Socialists. If they get 
"’hat thcy want in the next session of tiie 81 st Congress 
they rnay takc us beyond "the point of no return.” 

Space prevents our telling here the full story of 
Iio'v this has beeii accomplished, and how thorouglily 
the socialist tactícians, who do not cail themselves So- 


cialists at nll. Iiave planned the conquest and transfor- 
mation of Amcrica. In ordcr to get the wholc fasci- 
nating, alarming story, we urge our rcaders to buy arnl 
read The Roo/t Ahead hy John T. Flynn (ropies aviiil • 
able from National Economic Council), 

But it is our conviclion tbat iliese maskcd Socialists. 
save íor thcir discomftirt at the conspiracy clauscs of 
the SmitJt Act, are liappy that so rnuoli Jieat is being 
turned oil ihe Conmmnists. For when tlie attentiou of 
thc American peoplc is divcrted. when thc peoplc are 
tempted to imagine tlmt witli the conviclion of tlie 
elcven thc fight is over and freedom savcd, thcn ihr 
liidden Socialists can makc swífter progress thnn cvcr 
in doing what tlic Communists want to do—hul quietly 
and without hloodshed. 

Here'a How ihe Planners Work 

The method by which the planners intend to pcr- 
suade Americans to surrcndcr tlicir freedntn is sim- 

plicity itself. They proinise aimost evervbody $ome-_ 

thing for nothing. Thr pians of thc Truman socialist 
paiacc guard, for cxarople, include thc following "lirnc 
ftts" hy 1958—:dl to be pnid íor by Ihe peoplc thcni 
selves: 

For Imv incotne fatnilics: at least $4.000 per year. 

For farmers: an income of at least $1,200 pcr year 
per person. 

For "socinb ivelfare," unemployment insurance. old - 
age pensions, socialiaed wedicine: 12 billion dollars 
pcr ycar. 

For Gcvernnwnj-built or pnanced hon.nng: 6 lilllion 
dollars per year. . 

For aid to educatiou: 2 billion dollars per year 

Tbese arc only soine of the items wliich Leou Key- 
serling, now domïnant in the Prcsident's Council of so 
called F.conomic—really Socialist—Advisers. has in 
tnlnd. How is the tiioncy to be raiscd? 

As to tliis. thc Planncrs speak in confidcnt, but tvry 
general. terms. The money is to come from nur 'Vx 
panding economy." And how is the cconomv to ex 

ë md so thai hy 1958 ninety billion dnllars pcr year 
XTRA will be available to fumnce all ihis? Why, 
the inoney Government collects in more and more taxés 
at higher and higher rates to increase low income, to 
pay to increasc low incomeS, to farmers, to jHm sioners, 
to all the other favored groups, will automatically so 
perk up the economy as to raise the “national inconie” 
so tliat everybody will have what he wants! Simple. 
isn't it? 

Govcrnment wi!) prime the pump. Then ihe water 
that comes out will be used to kccp the well from run- 
ning dry. But ali the time the jnnnp wjll bf kcpt go- 
ing. with continuous circulation. hringing wator up 
and gctting tlie same 'vatcr back. It's tbc old story 
of pcrxielual mr.tion. 

Anil This Can Work— 

Under llie Police Statc 

I-augh. if you pJease. bnt the thing cun work—for n 
while. Tt can work. however. only through compul- 
sion—tbrough thc police state. It can work r>nly ií 
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Govcinmcnt can cheapen tlic valuc oí money, as it 
creatcs more aml morc, whilc demanding undcr ihreat 
of punishmcnt that buyers and scllcrs sliall givc the 
moncy un arlificial valuc it does not liavc. lu other 
worrls, as Government eheapens money evcryone be- 
conies poorer an<l poorer, but Govemment liides thc 
faet by controlling priccs. But you caunot long coti- 
trol prices without eontrolling output, wages, per cap- 
ifa eonsumption an<l, af (he last, freezing evcrvt»ody 
into his particular job—as Socialist Britain, by thc 
"Control of Engagcments Act,” is doing today. 

Thcn the powcr of the bvireaucrat reaches its apcx. , 
Tltc daily lifc of everyone, what hc wears, cats, carns, / 
and thc job hc has, will bc strictly controllcd hy a/ 
Commissar. In acecpting (hc bribc of easy securltý 
and casy money from Government, the Ameriean 
in<livi<!tial will have dclivcrcd himself into slavcry— 
to Govcrumcnt. I le will have bccn bribed into serf- 
dom—by his own moncy. 

Today thc Planners in power in Washington are 
rushing us <lown this road by the siinple devicc of 
spernl more—tax more—spcnd inore. . . .

Hcre a plain wurd necds to be spoken to tiie Aincri- 
can businessman. Despite tlie promiscs Govenunem 
makes to you, despite tlie juicy orders that now may 
bc coming from Government contracts, Socialism as 
well as Communism means the end of privatc enter 
prise. 

But business, witli a few exceptions, is not fighting. 
It is holding ncxt month's balance shect so closc to its 
'eycs that it does not sce the cxecutioncr’s block Ixatig 
built for it. Privatc cntcrprisc liad bettcr begin to 
iight, and bcgin now, ©r the fight will lic ovcr an<l its 
head in thc liaskct. An<l in thr same baskct will be 
the stockholdings of rnillions of ritizens, 

And wliere will your profits, your dividends, ihe verv 
sccurities, be then? In thc exccutioncr's pocket. 

For thosc who choose freedom, Iherc is no peace. 
Unlcss they fight inccssanlly, ihc cvil thing calle<l .So- 
cialism, disguised as “[irogress,” will end the Amcrican 
Republic and plunge us into a new dark age. 

For otirselves, in the Economic Council, we plcdgc 
to keep on fighting. If enough Americans with cour- 
age join in the figlit, it can still lie won. 

For those who will ncithcr choosc nor reject free- 
tlom, but who pooh-pooh thc danger in which America 
slarids, and who with tolcrant smiles clect to sit this 
one out, peace is unreservedly guarantced. 

It will be the pcace oí extinction.

Renaissance in Germany 


Frankfuvt, October, 1950. 

Wc told iti Cottncil Lctter 224, October 1, 1949, 
of a liouse rebuilt froni llie rublile of his fortner liouse 
by a land owner and his sons in Kent, England. Hous- 
ing is greatly necded in Britain, as in many other 
countrics. Yet whcn these mcn had with thcir own 
hands fmishcd thc reconstruction, the government or- 
dcrcd it redemolished on the ground the owner had 
failed to get a pcrmitl Only strcnuous activity of 
powcrful friends lïnally prcvented it. 

But in Western Gerinany wc find a diflcrcnt spirit. 
With thc terrific destruction by bombing, there is a 
far greater housing problern even than in Britain. 
Anrl the vigorous Bonn govcrntnent is encouraging in- 
dividuals to do what they can to provide their own 
housing. 

Self-Hclp In Germany 

So a self-hclp scheme has bccn devised which works 
something líke this: Many young Germans wish to 
marry and acqulre a home. For each of them the gov- 
emment will furnish at a low price two or thrce truck- 
loads of semi-pre/abricaterl materials, sufficient for a 
two-and-a-hal f-room honse. The man works evenings 
and wcek-ends with the help of a neighbor or two, and 
presently hc has his house. And the total cost of it 
runs froui $600 to $900. Comparc tln's wilh a rnini- 
mum cost of $8,000 that a new small house (althougli 
admittedly larger and better than this) now costs in 
the United Stales. 

A building permit is necessary in Germany, as it is 
in Britain and in cities in the United States. But in 
Germany tlie authorities are eager to issue a permit, 


while in Socialist Britain it is hard to get. And in Brit- 
tain today only one private house may be built for 
every four houses built by tlie govermnent. 

Germany is Rcviving 

'I'hc Germans are coming back. Thc amount of coa- 
struction and recoiistruction now going on is tremen- 
dous. The British Land Commissioner for the area 
known as Land Rhein-Westplialia, which contains 
more than three-quarters of all thc indtistry of Westcrn 
Gcrmany, told mc that more tlian two hundred ihou- 
sand housing nnits, many of lliem on this self-help 
basis, will have been built this year in his area alonc. 

The Germans are turning definitcly away from So- 
cialism. And this is of special significance because 
Gennany is where most socialistic ideas first hatched. 
Perhaps Socialism is a disease, like measlcs, which, 
once a country gets it, must run ils course. There is 
evidence it has run much of its course in Germany. 
And, unlcss outside nations actually force fresli social- 
ist gemis into its body politic, which Socialist Britain 
and Francc and the left-wing govemment of the Unitcd 
States will try to do, there is now a fair chance that 
Germany wíll remain immune. 

It’s a pity one country can’t Icarn from the mistakes 
of others. If Amcrica would really study what Social- 
ism has donc to Britain and Germany and Francc, 
America would avoid Socialism like the plague. But, 
oí course, Soc/alism is a n internationalist movement. 
One country can force Socialism on another. The 
American Socialíst Labor government is using its in- 
fluencc to keep the Socialist Labor goverunient in 
power in Brilaín.

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Two Great Ilandicaps 

Since the West German government was set up, 
thc hígher officials at least in both American and British 
zoneS (í did not go into the French zone) have been 
earnestly working with the Germans to promote re- 
covciy. But they liavc bcen working under two dis- 
linct haudicaps. 

First, there was the long succession of what, from 
the American point of vicw, were disastrous mistakes 
in policy. To go no furthcr back than 19'I4, tlicrc was 
the decision to allow Soviet Russia to take Berlin and 
a largc part of Germany, The American and British 
troops wcre so far in advance of Russia in their mili- 
tary accomplishmcnts that they could easily have taken 
the whole of Germany themselves. 

But uiidcr mysterious prcssures from sources that 
did not rcveal themselves at the time, Mr. Roosevelt 
was pcrsuaded to order American annies lield back, 
and even to retrcat in places, in order that Soviet Rus- 
s>a could take this territory. Thus millions of Ger- 
mans—Europeans— were handed over to the tender 
mcrcics of Asiatics; and that division of Germany was 
made that is today respotisible for the Soviet thrcat 
to Western Germany and to all of Europe. 

Then there was the plan for vengeance against thc 
Gennan people— the scheme that bears the namc of the 
"Morgenlhau Plan.” Mr. Douglas Reed, in his nexv 
book “Soinewhere South of Suez,” says that this plan, 
“the Western counterpart of the Eastern transaction 
ahout China jthe Yalta Agreemcnt], insurcd the spread 
of Soviet Powcr from Berlin to Vladivostok." Mr. 
Robert E. Sherwood, in his book ‘‘Rooseveli and Hop- 
kins/’ quotes Roosevclt as adrnitting shortly hefore he 
died that he had “yielried to thc importunities of an old 
and loyal friend when hc affixed his initials to the 'locu- 
ment.” Who this “frieud” vvas is not stated. 

Bul the "Morgenthau Plan” led to the Nuremberg 
trials and to the dismantling of manufacturing and 
other plants in Germany. This agreement by Amcrica 
that German plants should bc destroyed was almost as 
fantasttc as if she had agrecd to dcstroy part of hcr 
own flect or air íorce. (As a niatter of fact, certain 
officials of the United States did order the wanton 
destruction of many new aircraft and other wat rna- 
térïel, and they wcre destroyedl) For sensible men 
knew even then that the defense of Europe against 
Soviet Russia, without the airi of Germany, was im- 
possible. Mr. Cordell Hull and the late Mr. Stimson 
both disapproved the Morgenthau Plan at the time. 
But it was put across by the same ruthless crowd that 
have put across so many other ill-advised and high- 
handed schemes. 


SeveraJ tímes, due to loud opposition to dismantling, 
both in and out of the American Congress, it has been 
anncmnced that dismantling has stopped. Bui it hasn’t 
stoppetl even yet. At thís very moment, a vesponsible 
Gcrman official tells me, one plant in tlie Ainerican 
and part of one in the British zones are marked for 
immcdiate <lismantling. The formcr is an aluminum 
plant at Tbging in Bavaria, and the latter is a 6,000- 
ton prcss in Dortmund. Both these are needed not only 
in any preparation for the defense of the West, but 
for rehabilitation of Germany. 

There is no question Ihat an ovcrwhelming majority 
of Congress iias Iong liccn opposcd to dismantling in 
Germany. The Fresidcnt’s announced policy is to pre- 
pare the Western world to meet the threat of Cotnmu- 
nism. Vet there are forces in the Adndmstration that 
have secn to il that dismancling lias been conjtinued in 
spite of cvcrything. The Congress and the announced 
policy of the President have been thwarted. 

The Congress of the Unitcd States could do no 
greatcr service to the American people than to find out, 
and make public, what these forces are. 

This dismantling mattcr is only one of many where 
the expressed will of Congress has becn nullificd, 
usually by thc Exccutive or by his knowledge. Thus 
whcn Congrcss by overwhelming majorities directed 
that a ioan of $62,500,CXX) be extended Spain, the 
President announced after the law was passed that 
nevertheless the loan would not be made. Three or four 
years ago the Congress, after hearings and debate, 
ordered the construction of a super-airplane carrier. 
Construction vvas commenced and several millions had 
been spent on it when the Executive ordered that it bc 
scrapped—thus completely nullifying an Act of Con- 
grcss. Other cases could be cited. 

The Sccond Handicap 

Tlie second handicap unticr which the Gcrmans have 
becn working, is that American policy with Tcspect to 
Germany seems to be dictated, not by Amcrica's vital 
interests and not by the intercsts of thc Gcrman 
pnople, but by the left-wing Socialists of Britain 
and France. Somehow, the Washington Administra- 
tion has been unable to shake itsclí loose from that 
influence. While sometimes Amerícan representatives 
try feebly to overcome this French or Biitish influ- 
encc, yci in the end they knuckte down. 

Probably Ihe polides of American, French and Brit- 
ish Govcrnments arc all sliaped by the same interna- 
tional socialists. And thc fact this socialist influ- 
ence has so often forccd upon America policies favor- 
ahie to the aims of Soviet Russia is explained by 
the fact that Socialism and Communism are so simi- 



lar. Since the setting up of the Bolshevik government 
in Russia in 1917, Communism has inade headway 
cliiefly fii conntries whcre a wcll-defined socialist pro- 
grarn has bcen developed. There is no bctter illustra- 
tion of this than in Czeehoslovakia wherc tlic Socialism 
oí Benes aud Jan Masaryk were the bridge over which 
Commutiism marched to subjugatc the country. 

Thcrefore, when Mr. Truman and hís associates 
rail against Communism, yet procccd vigorously to 
press one socialist mcasure after another, no wonder 
ihe people are confused. 

Crusade for Frecdom Has Educational Value 

The movement known as the Crusade for Freedom, 
which we rncntioned in Lctter 248, has appealed to 
largc numbers oí patriotic Americans as descrving oí 
support—and thcy did support it. But America is 
dcaling with vcry hard-hcaded people, whcn shc deals 
with Europeans. They know war at first liand in such 
countrics as Britain, Francc, Bclgium, Holland, Den 
rnark, Norway, Spain, Italy, and morc than all else, 
Ccrmany and the Iron Curtain countrics. 

They know the causcs t’roin which they are suffering, 
particularly in thesc central European countries. I 
talked objectively with pcrsons tn many ranks abom 
thc Crusadc for Freedom and its possibilitics of con- 
structivc accoinplishmerit. /\jnerican ofiicials unifornih 
supported and praised it -perhaps they cmild follow rio 
othcr cour.se. 

But I found few if any Gerruans wlio felt this way 
abuut it. Onc said tbat i f we werc agaínsl Communism, 
why had wc demolishetl plants and shippcd many of 
Ihem to Russia? Wliy, another askcd, are wc slill 
dcmolishing plants? Another observed that thc Rus- 
sians had more respcct for force than for petitions and 
bells. His inference was that people, who knew this 
fact, as do thc people of the Iron Curtain eountries, 
would themsclves not be niuch impresscd by such 
things. 

Still another German, a Protestant ministcr, wlio had 
been against Hitlcr all along, spnke unfavnrably of the 
tnovetnent, saying "What the situation ncetls is not 
petitions or signed scrolls or bclls, but social justice." 
And he proceedcd to refcr not only to the dismantling. 
which had thrown many men out of work attd de- 
stroyed llie tools by whieh many Cermans livcd, hut 
especially to the eighl or nine million German refu- 
gc-es, for whom the Amcricans have done almost noth- 
íng, while being consfantly solieïtous about the sn- 
callcd rlisplaced persons, or '‘DP's." 

V'et, the Crusade íor Fteedoni, even if its message 
•s reaching few pcople bchind thc Iron Curtain, mav 


have performed a conspicuous service in marshalling 
in the United States íresh and morc gcneral opposition 
to Commur.isin—particularly if more Americans conie 
to understand Cómmunism’s close siinilatity lo Marxist 
Socialism. 

D. P.’s vb. Refugeea 

It should bc rernembered that the DP’s arc tliosc 
of Eastcrn Europcan stock—not Gernians at all. They 
arc persons frotn the Iron Curtain countries who 
wcre pcrsecuted by Hitler. They Include many good 
pcople. Others of them are of Rastern origin and 
probably will nevcr add much to tlic buildíng up and 
strengthening of Aincrican institutioiis—indeed woukl 
probably join with those nlrcady iu Amcrica who arr 
trying to undermine them. Without doubt many of 
tliem are Marxists—and sonic probably Communists, 
whom Soviet Russia purposely let slip through thc 
Iron Curtain with the very idea that thcy would make 
Uieir way to America. 

For thcse DP’s tlie Washington Administration has 
sliown cvery consideration. Evidence submitted before 
a Congressional committec last year shows tliat U. S. 
authoritics to a large extent pcrmitted the Intcmational 
Refugec Organization (1 R.O.), which is alien-con- 
trolled, to select those DP’s th3t were to come to the 
U. S.l 

Thcrc have bcen only a fcw hundred thousand of 
these DP’s. But the Refugces. or Rxpcllees, who are 
tliosc Germans who ded from Eastern Germany when 
the Soviet forces entered, have received almost no 
aid whatevcr from the Amcriran Administration. Thcy 
have had to be suppurted by the Wrst-Gcrman popu- 
lation, and this support has becn a crushing burden. 
American discrimination against tlie Refugces has bccn 
one more hardship we have lieaped upon the dcfeaterl 
Germans. 

As matter of fart, also there is growiug unrcst 
anioiig these millions of Refugees. Comiuunism has 
bcgun to make headway arnong thcm. Being Gennans, 
they can vote. At thc last election iu onc of the north- 
crn provinccs, rhe Refugees rankcd second ainong 
partics. 

All of which illustrates beautifully the kind of thing 
that may hsppen when wc perinit other than American 
intcrests to dictate American jsolicy. 

Crcditablc Work of AmericanB aiui 
British in Germany 

Again 1 wish to say that American and British pcr 
sonnel have carried out the policies made m Washing- 
ton and London with a high averagc oí ability and 
intcgrity. I have heard much favorahle commeur ou 



tliis point frotn Germans. The truuble has been xuith 
the policy. 

This policy has until recently played directly into 
the hands of Soviet Russia. Now, in important. re- 
spects. it is playing into tlie hands of International 
Socialism. It is targely determined by the Socialist 
Labor government of Britain and by the Socialisu of 
France. America, as thc dispenser of much of the 
money and goods so greatly nceded by Western Ger- 
many, can make her own terms if she has the intelU- 
gence and the will to tnake and insist upon them. So 
far, in most instances, she has shown neithcr. 

In case of war between Russia and the United States 
it is doubtfu! whether either France or Britaiti would 
be of much assistance to our side. Meanwlule we are 
preparing to spend many more billions to aid thcm to 
rearm. 

The rcarming of Germany is much discussed by 
Germans. Opinion is divided. Those who opposc it 
say: "For five ycars you have been telling us thát never 
again shall Germany be armed. You havc torn down 
many of the plants we now need, if wc are to rearm. 
You liave humiliated us in a hundrcd ways. And now, 
you suddenly reverse yourselves and say we tnust 
rearm. You will understand why we are rathcr con- 
fused.” 

In spite of all the hate for the Communists, many 
Germans have no stomacli for any more fighting. A 
chauffeur said to me: "I was in the war six years; I 
was in Russia—was before Leningrad. I don't want 
any more war.” 

Many, of coursc, of the rnost responsible Germans 
fcar that for Gcrmany to set out, or permit the West- 
em countries to set out, to build up fighting forces in 
Germany would invite prompt attack by Soviet 
Russia. 

Cieebaxioivski Puts His Fingcr On it 

At an Economic Council dinncr in New York, Oc- 
Cober 3, 1950, former Polish Ambassador Cieehanow- 
ski made a scholarly and careíully prepared address, 

(he burden of which was tbat the prcservation of 
Arnerican security was thc niost important tbtng of 
thc day. He was clearly speaking out oí his own long 
expericnce anrl observation. 

As an American citizen, who has always held the 
opinion Mr. Ciechanowski expresscd, I believe ilitj . 
whole, European mcss has bccn duc to the far.t that' i 
for years we have not placcd American security and 


welfare first. Our political leaders have permitted 
themselvcs to be pushed around by pressurc groups 
and politicians tiiat represented other nations and other 
interests. Our American policy has been made to suit 
their ends—not ours. We are well started on a process, 
which, if not stopped and reversed, will mean the 
liquidation of American liberty and all that Amcrica 
holds dear.- 

I do not mcan that Ameríca sbould not take a gen- 
erous and ïntclligent interest iu other peoples. America 
always has. But for her to place the interests of other 
nations above hcr own—for her to plunge forward 
with commitments all over the globe—above ail for her 
to be pushcd into such a campaign of vindictiveness 
as shc has until very lately pursued toward Germany— 
is to invite disaster for America. 

Kven tf our policy is reversed and wc rcturn honestiy 
to the conception of America First, it will take con- 
summate skill and courage to work out our problems 
in Europe aione. 

I believe it can be done. But only íf we subordinate 
evcry other interest to the vital interests of America.

Crime—and Crime 


, Scvcral Fcderal inveatigations, rfotably the Fulbrifht 
Committec investigation of the Recooatruction Financc 
Corporation and thc Kefauver CcuhmitUe iuvcstigation 
qf crimc, have becn producing rcsults tliat ought to be 
aiartling. Telcvision liaa brought these hwestigations 
home to multitudes of pcople as no other rneans of com- 
munication has done. 

The RFC mvestigation has ahown that loans have 
been made for all sorts of purposcs, some clearly bad— 
indced, fantastic. It has furnished one more illustra- 
tiori of how, when huge surns of money are to be speut, 
cunning and crafty minds are quick to see the possibili- 
tics of making an casy dollar—or $10,000, or a mink 
cnat UnscrU[>ulous [icrsons may or may not havc kept 
within the letter of tiie statute, lxit tliey have viotatcd 
both the moral law and important standards of decency. 

Thcre is agitation ín Congress now looking either to 
the drastic trimming of the jxiwers of the RFC, or tlic 
substitution of a single head in placc of a five-man board, 
or the abolishing of thc RFC altogether. 

There are probably six and a half million citiaem of 
the United Statcs liolding publk office, federal, stotc, 
and local. Most of them are honest. and. frying to do 
a worth-whilc job. But some of them, including not a 
few in high places, are short-sighted, over-artlbiUous. 
greedy, cynical. and selfish. - . 

Bark during the war, we were picked up once in flie 
outskirts of a city of a hundred thousand people by au 
automobile driver who happcned to be a government 
official. He liad been asked to pick us up b y his com- 
panion who recognised us. He still had four vacnnt 
seats in his car, and in those days it was cormnon custom 
among civilians to stop and offcr anybody a ride. At 
cach red light bus stop on the five or six milcs into town, 
invariably that driver would face a waiting group, any 
of whom would have been glad of a lift. He turned 
and looked them over as dispassionately and objectively 
as one woulrl look at a zoological specimen. It never 
occurred to him to offer any of them a ride. 

So it is with many persons who get on govemment 
this makes it easier to undcr- 


atand why some of them can engage in crookoi Work 
to advance their financial or other selfish interests 
They feel apart—tlrey art apart—from the great mass 
of Americans in competitive life. 

Thia does not mean that there a« not in private life 
some who are just as self-centered. 

But perhaps never before in our history, certainly not 
m many decades, has there been so high a percentage of 
grcedy, grasping, callous-minded men and women on 
our pubhc pay rolls. 

The Crime Inveatígation 

Tbe Kefauver crime investigation has gone deeper. 
It has disclosed an extent of crime that even the best 
informed and most cynical did not suspect. It has 
turned up evidence that suggeated, if it did not dearly 
indicate, that some prominent public officials, botli in 
and out oí Congress, have in some way or othcr been 
tied in with the operations of criminal gangs—gongs 
that promotc and protect gambling, narcotic traffic, pros- 
titutiou, robbcry, and evcn murder itself. 

Some prominent, and in many ways excellent, public 
offirials bencfited through rampaign contTÍbutions froro 
criminol source6, though such sources may not l»ve boen 
known to thc officials themselves. But tlrc fact tha* such 
rontributious could find thcir way into campaign coffers 
is one more indication of the low point which public 
morals have reachcd. 

A book callcd Washington Confidential. by Jack Lait 
and Lee Mortimcr, well-known as editors and column- 
ists, is today being widely read. Thc first 150 pagcs or 
so dcal with thc acamy siac of pcrsonaJ roorals in Wash- 
ington. Even though thía part reflects true conditions— 
and the authors unhesitatingly assert it does, vet they 
have made this part of their book, to weak mincLs, a con- 
venient and inviting guide to sample the flesh-pots of 
Washington. 

But the secotid part of the book deals with the crime 
probe. Thc authors as9ert, in substanoe, that the Kefou- 
ver investigation was suggested to the mind of Senator

Kefauver, having offered. the ir»>lwti«p, was inadn 
chairman of thc committcd' Curiófisiy eoehigfi, fnstei» 
nf the two minority roembers of the commïttee bcing 
nopointcd by the Minority Leader, it was provided in 
ttie resolution that the Vice-President should nanie 
thcm. Thb; as Mes 9 C 4 Cait and Mortimer point oul. 
"was uupeecedented. Minority Leaders always choosc 
thêir owirïdmmittce ineinbers.” 

Tbe parposc of this provision, say the authors pf_ 
ConílderttUd, was to leavc out Sënstor Hó* 
mcr Fcrguson of Michigan, considered the roost effcc- 
tive Republican investigator in the Scnate. 

Sfloator Kcfauver and his famrnittflp- begatip c 
gfloualy. News rcports made it iTpt^jHyfr > 'h v '11 
I*wn found vastly more than Senator Kefauver ex 
pactád. Testimony, later contradicted, that an ex-Mayor 
cw'lleW iTork received $10,000 ffbKÍ-the Fh-emeti'n Aí- 
sdcfwion, iitd that this Association distrífcfated a tdul of 
so*nfc $53/000 in other nolltical campnigna for the pur- 
pose of buying good-wnl, was only pait of it. 

'ÍMoreover, questions wcrc raised as to thc source of 
suhstailtial sums which allogcdly went into Senator To- 
bey's campaign for reelection—and Senator Tobcy is a 
member of the committce. Conccivably tbis could have 
happencd atid Semitor Tobey coukl have been ignorant 
of it. One of thc names of pcrsons allcgcd to liavc 
contributed to Scnator Toliey’s fund was Lowen- 
thal,” and the questíon has been raised »s to whetlier 
tliis contributor was Max Lowenthal, an adviser nnd 
friend of Presldent Truman who was questioned last 
autumn by the House un-American Activities 
Committee. 

Now tlie interesting thing about the Kefauver dis- 
closures is that many public officials, induding many in 
Congress, seem to havc no dcsirc to continue thc inves- 
tigation. Imtcad thcre is talk about the setting up of a 
pcrroanent committee that will "study crime"--a Presi- 
dential National Crime Commission. There secms to 
be a disposition to play down whnt has been uncovercd, 
and pursue it no further, just as unpleasant subjeda arc 
quickly diopped in polite social conversation. 

But this is not a private party. The Kefauver Com- 
mittce has probably got nearer to thc fundamental rea- 
sons lor 0 ur national deterioration fhan .iny congrcs- 
sional cornmittee in eighteen years. For clearly there is 
much that is rotten in our body politic. 

And the rcasons for it ? 

1. Fantastic sums of money available for spending; 

2. Recklessness of many (by no mcans all) high 
officials; 

3. Greed of criminíd and semi-criminal elements 
among the population; 

4. Wilfingaess of a multitude of otherwise decent 
citizens to keep still and be satisfied to “get 
theirs.” 

Al! these have brought public morals in the United 
States to a new low.

Thc 
Congreáa fnay not.be'able tq pass tmt'rtt letyslariou that 
will deter Crime—that is the ftmctlon df Hte statés and 
munidpalities. Biit no state or locality ciah conrfuct ail 
cffective investigation of crime across state'borders, rtor 
bne that will attract the attcntion that can be obiaincd 
by a congressiottal investigation. 

This irtvestigation sheruld po oh. no nioher whom it 
hurts. Only moral regeneration <an save us as hn inde- 
pendent nation. 

Senator Kefauver, in a spcech March 27, said that thc 
Corigress could not take adequate action—<hat only citi- 
zcns thcmselves couM do that. 

With this we agn e one hundred pcr cent. Yct noth- 
ing but a thorough, hoiiest congrcssional InvcStigation 
cnn possfbly give citizens thc ammunitk>n Ihey witl need 
in their fignf. 

As this is being written the Senate has extendcd the 
life of the committee for thirty days. But thi* is not 
wjcwgb^ftsjto^fcccxtcnded fw ffie lifc of the 82nd 

domesric crime—of gam- 
bling, bribery, and of crintes of viclence up to and ‘m- 
cluding inurder. 

But whilc this domestic tridie wave appears to havo 
been rising' stxadily and flo harve reached a tnemendous 
volumc, tncre has Wn going on another kind of crimc 
eveto more diaartrott* tó the lives and fortunes of the 
Amcrican peopie and to Christian civilization every- 
•whflre. And this greater crime permitted domestk crime 
‘to flourrêh almost unnoticcd. 

I This other kind of crime is that which has been pcr- 
petrated by the Unlted States Govertiment in the ínter- 
Tiatfonal field. It led to World War II. It produced 
the Korean War. It is leading to World War III.

But this is preciscly wfiat the' Rooscvelt and Trum3n 
Admiiiijtrations havc broiiglit ábout. It is precisely 
that of tvhich tliey are gutlty. 

Nincteen ycars ago thi3 conntry and it3 people werc 
relatively well off. To be sure they were cmerging from 
the most sevcrc cconrtmíc dcpression fn thc couhtn-'s 
cxpcricnce. Bot Uicy werc emcrging from it. The 
turuíng point, as records dearly show, was in June of 
1932. 

Thcn tlic Roosevclt Administration came in and the 
President, in spitc of his plcdges to cut Fcderal spending 
25 pcr ccnt and to kecp Ámerica Atnerican, fell into the 
hands of an internationalist crowd. Umlcr the spcll of 
this group, in the spacc of 100 days, laws were passcd 
that tvent a long way toward tratisforming thc country 
into a socialist regime. 

In 1933 Rooscvclt took the first step away íroni the 
traditional forcign policy of the United Statcs by rccog- 
nizing the Sovict Govemmcnt of Russia. That puf 
Soviet Russia on the map internationally. From 1933 
on. the rccord is unhrokcn of Sovict Russia’s sncccssful 
infiltration of our country looking toward its conqucst 
by forcc—which Sovief Icarfers had long openly said 
was their objective. 

If a private atizen were aecused of aiding and abet- 
ting a known crjminal to gain entrancc to a private 
flouse, as a rcsult of whicli hc stcalthíly rcmoved vahia- 
hlc articlcs, the pcrson who permitted hira to gain en- 
trancc could be pToserutcd for crime. He would bc an 
hccMsory beforc the fact. 

Mr. Roosevelt, during the firtíyfonr and a half years 
bf lAs Administration, was inclitied to steer clear of 
■Mtvn cntanglemcnts. But eOmmencing with his so- 
callea "Quarantinc thc Aggrcssor" spcccli in Chicago 
in 1937, he began a serica of steps fhat cventually fook 
tlic Uniteif Statcs into war. 

And hc did it «tcalthily, secrctly. Hc licd to thc Amer- 
ican pcople about what he was doing. In his roelcction 
pampaign of 1940, aftcr he had sccretly taken steps that 
comraittcd thc nation to war, hc told the people "again 
and agaiti and again” that their scms w-ere not to Ix: sent 
into any foreign war. Rxtracts from Mr. Henry L 
Stimson's diary show tbat the policj’ of the Administra- 
tion during thc íall of 1941 and down to Deceraber 7 
was to force Japan to firc thc first shot in a war. 

It is now wcll-known, from a number of sources, that 
Japan was ready and eager to avoid war with the Uuited 
States. But Roosevelt had to have his war. It remains 


strangc that Gcncral Marshall. io sworn.testimony be- 
forc the Pcarl Harbor Gnnmittce, still could not re- 
mcmber where he Was on thc cvcning before Pcarl 
Harbor, the evening which has wdl bcen callcd "thc 
most important cveoing jh his lifc." 

Speaking stíll on Japun, it is now well-known that 
the Japoneee were vajnly trying to pcrsuadethe Admin- 
istration to let them 'surrender heforc we droppcd thc 
bomb at Hiroshima, and before tlic Russians came into 
the war for a few hour». 

The other variouk mtcmatíona! crimes that could be 
listed woutd be fong fndeed. Rooseveh practically 
throughout his Adminlstration consistcntly favored So- 
viet Russia, the swom cneniy of thc capftallst system 
and henec of the Unitwl Statcs. His mind, cluldlikc in 
roany ways, seemetl fascinatcd by the íact hc was 
dealing with an Ëastprn tyrant To him there ,w«s 
sometjiing cxotic abcnjt it If he hnd becn ecckiqe.gPi 
tively to carry tnu Stalin’s wQl, hc could hardly^ftjqg 


Hc joincd with Stalin against Churchill in deciding 
not to strike at Ritjer through the "soft underbelly” 
oí thc Balkans, but through Francc. The invasion of 
the Balkans would h^ve prevented the present domina- 
tion o/ Central Europe by Sovict Russia. 

Hc surrcndcred coraplete.ly and unnccessarily at thc 
Yalta Confcrencc, with thc result that the L’nited Stafgs 
betrayed Poland and China to Soviet Russia. Even he 
must have suspcctcd thcre was soniethjug shameful 
about these surrenders, for he caused them to remain 
secrct for a long titBC. The dcfense of Poland was thc 
prctext upon which Brilain entercd World War II in 
1939: ano it was to stand by Britain in her dangcrous 
positfon that Roosevelt took the United States in two 
years later. 

Similarly, the raaintmancc of the opcn door m China 
liad been tlie prctcxt on which we wcnt to war with 
Japan. So the Yafta Conferencc by itself constitutcd a 
completc surTcnder of the fruits of victorv to Stalin. 

Hc gave, or acquiesced in, ordcrs that held back, or 
even catiscd the retreat of American troops i» GoiMav 
whcn tho Gemians wantcd to surrcnder to tib" IfiH 
had not issned or ac<iniesccd in thesc ordc ts» S p vie t 
Russia would not today be in control of a sOtHtWflM 
part of Gcnnany. 

He authorizcd thc policy of vindictivcness against 
Gcrmany—thc so-cailcd Morgenthau Plan. As a result 
of thc substftntial carrying out of the Morgcntliau Plan, 
the destruction of niuch of Germany waa assurcd, 
though RoosevcJt must have known that Germany was 
thc only possiblc bulwark in Europe against the horde» 
of Soviet tTOops. 

He fathered t he infa maus UNRRA. headed first by 
Hcrbert H. J-diman and sccondly bv the latc Fforcllo 
LaGuardia, and under whom somc t hrce billion tlollar s 
werc spent in Europe and elscwhcre, mostly in aid of 
the building up of our arch enemv Soviet Russia. And 
in 1940, before we were m tlie war, he beggc-d Stalin 
to accept American Lcnd Lease, whicli ultiniateJy 
rcachcd a total of cleven bilIion6.

The Road to World Socíalisra—and Coramunisra 


'l'he Ameritan pcoplc by anrt large arc an casy-going 
lot. They enjoy a «legrcc of liberty an<! well-being not 
founrt anvwhcre elsc on carth. This is becausc under 
the Constitution, evcry individual has been frcc to 
imngine, to devise to build without let or hindrance. 

But the “Unitert Nations” into which avc wcre 
brought by fraud nnd deceit, threatens to takc away the 
libcrty of a'l Americans to decide their own vital proh- 
Icms. A plan is far advanccd that will take avvay their 
property, thcir libcrty, and thc very lives of tnany of 
thcm. The rtanger of our passing beyond the point of 
no return is alrcady gTeat. 

We in N. E. C. have uatdied the U. N. at close range 
for five years. W’e have seen many of its staff come anrt 
go wlien they hart offices in the Enipire Statc Building. 
Wc have seen their chauffeurert Packards, Chryslers 
and Cadillncs linerl up outside this building. 

We see the ncw U. N. building on the East River, 
aptly called bv Georgc Sokolsky "a tombstonc,” vvith its 
acres of tax-free propcrty, free from all Amcrican law. 
Some of us liave attended mectings of the General As- 
sembly, Sccurity Councit and various Committéês and 
have talked vvitn manv delegates. 

We are convinccd the American peoplc don’t want 
and rton’t need the U. N. It is a festering sore in our 
midst and a source of evil—an alien force planted in 
thc very hcart of New York. 

The U. N was fomed supposedly ío preserve peaee, 
All problems bctween nations wcre to bc settlcd through 
the U X. But so far vve havc liart two wors under tlie 
aegis of the U. N.—the Israeli-Arab War and the Ko- 
rean War. 

‘i'he U. N. is and always vvill be a menace to the 
United States. While outvvardly Roosevelt led in fomi- 
ing the U. N. it is no more American than Rooscvclt’s 
conscnting to the Morgcnthau plan or his betrayal of 
China and Eastem Europe. 

Continued membership of America in the U. N. will 


mean further and worse betrayals. Otily these will be 
betrayals of the American people themselves. 

AmericaV Absurd Poeition 

America’s position today would bc laughablc if it 
svere not sn tragic. Under our private entcrprisc sys- 
tem thc Unjted Statcs has half the world’s production 
of goods. She has vast constructive genius. from vvhieh 
our relatively great plenty has come. Yet thc U. S. Gov- 
emment is promoting a foreign policv tliat will destroy 
the independcnce of the Rcpublic and plaee the 150-odd 
million Amcricans under tne complcte domination of a 
Socialist-Communist majority of nations. 

Competent militarv authoritics say that Soviet Russia 
could not take the United Statcs in any foresceable 
timc. But thc 14 men in the Kremlin arc not relying 
on the use of force—not at Icast until American trarti- 
tions and indepcndence are so completely undermincd 
or destroyed that little woulrt he left íor their milrtary 
but a mopping-up. Soviet Russia, through those who 
fear hcr and tlirough hcr own followcrs in manv lands, 
is using the U. N. as a principal mcchanism through 
vvhich to accotnplish tlie subjugation of the Unitcd 
Statcs without thc necd of firing a gun. 

Wake Up, Amerira! 

We say the American jieople had bclter wake uj> 
Today tne President speaks all too seldoxn of thc 
United States. Newspapers like The Sew York Times 
and thc Nciu York HeraJd Tribune. thc H'ashington 
Post, etc., likewise speak infrequently of it. Most of 
tlteir talk and apparently most of their thought are 
about thc U. N. 

No other nation on earth takes such a position. Go to 
any othcr country in ihc world and you find that the 
talk and thought of its pcoplc are first of thcir own 
country. and of mamtainiiig its indcpcndencc. Britain 
refuses to comc into NATO, for thc very good reason 
she does not think it to be in her best interests.

Five Reuom Why 
U. S. Should Withdraw 

There are fivc cotitroUing reasons why the United 
States should withdraw from thc U. N. 

1. Thc U. N. will nover hring pcncr. Probably thc 
cnnning minds tbat rcnlly devised it—not thc dreamers 
like Rooscvclt—never intended it should, except undcr 
a totalitarian world govemxnent. 

Already the U. N.. by the partition of Palcstinc, has 
caused war, and Ims alienatcd not only mDlions of 
Arabs. hut .100 million Moliammcdaim fortnerly wcll 
disposed toward thc United Statcs. 

Our participation in the U. N. undoubtedly lcd to the 
war in Korca, whcre ncarly 20,000 Aniericans have 
died and at lcast 6,000 have heeu taken prisoiicrs and 
executcd. Not counting those executed, American casu- 
alties have exceeded 100,000. The executions, inci- 
dentally, followcd the precedent sct by the Roosevelt-in- 
spired war criminal trials in Germany. 

Thc U. N. never lifted a finger to prcvcnt the seizure 
of Tibct by Chincse Communists. Tibet was seized 
after Korea, although the adininistration boasts that 
the action in Korea was a success because it stoppcd 
aggression I 

After a U. N. war is started, the lives of Americans 
arc thrown away, as in Korea, because the U. N. does 
not wish to mn a war, nor to íet the United States win 
a war, tbat would defeat Soviet Russia. 

2. Continuance in the U. N. will coet Americans 
theír Iibcrty. 

Already a state court in California has ruled that the 
U. N. Cliartcr, ratified as a treaty by the Unitcd Statcs 
Senate, invalidated the California Alien Land Law. Al- 
most certainly the present Supreme Court of the United 
States will affirm this decision. This means that if we 
stay in the U. N., any federal or state law, or any state 
constitution (and probably any provision in the Consti- 
tulion oí the Unitcd States) will bc nullified by any 
inconsistent provision of thc U. N. Charter. 

The U. N. is the father, actually or by adoption, of 
various movcmcnts known as the intcrnational alplia- 
betical agencies. Much has bccn said about thc Gcnocidc 
Convcntion, which has now bcen ratificd by 27 nations. 
Since the Convcntion provides tliat it will go into efïect, 
impliedly throughout the whole world, whcn ratified by 
20 nations, there is every indication that the UniterJ 
States will be deemed to have ratified it, even if the 
Senate fai/s to aet. 

Alrcady the National Association for the Advancc- 
mcnt of Colorcd Peoplc has filed a complamt with thc 
U. N. that the United States Government is not giving 
a Í3Ír deal to Ncgrocs. A logical next step would be 


for thc U. N. to tell us what to do about this thi*oujgh- 
ly domfÉtic quettíon. 

There is the Unlversal Declaration of Human Rights, 
adoptcd by tlie Gcneral Asseinbly in Paris on December 
10, 1948. This. if ratificd by thc Senate. would sujxir- 
sede the Bill of Rights of the Coristitution and would 
become the supreme law of our land. 

The Univcrsal Dcclaration of Human Rights is sim- 
ply a guarantee of international Socialism, witl» all its 
"benefits" and all its costs. The peoples of other na- 
tions would enjoy most of the bcnefits, and the people 
of the United States would pay most of the costs And 
in addition they would lose their liberty. 

One of the staff of the U. N. told one of our officials 
that, bccatise the United Statcs is producïng so much, 
it will of couríe be oblige^, ÍOf its own good, to hand 
over gencrously tó all ©tnér nations. 

Tlicre is the so-called Right to Organize Convention. 
This yiould he thc Ohe World Wagncr Act. It would 
rcgulate tbe rclations betwcen cinployers and enrployees 
cvcrywhcre. The Socialists o/ Britain and France and 
other European countries, not to spcak of thc Asiatic 
and other backward peoples would, through thc U. N., 
dictate Amcrican labor relations. Neithcr our fcderal 
Rovernment nor the states would have any power in 
these mattcrs inconsistent with the provisions of this 
Right to Organize Convention. It would eiicompass 
the "right" to appropriate in the namc of "Labor” what- 
cvcr property remained in privatc hands. 

Thcrc is thc International Tradc Organization 
(ITO) agreement, which if ratified would put thc regu- 
lation of American and foreign commcrcc in the hands 
of an international body, in which thc U. S. woukl bc 
a minority. 

The adoption of these Conventions would mean that 
all laws of thc Amcrican governmeut and of tlie .‘•tates. 
so far as inconsistent with these Convcntions or ot' any 
provisions of the U. N. Chartcr, would bc complctcly 
superseded. The American jxroplc wouhl bave ceased 
to govem themselvesl AJI in the namc of achieving 
peace! 

Is that what the American people want? 

When the U. N. Charter was bcing discussed in thc 
Senate it was asserted by its proponcnts tliat it would 
not detract in any way from the liberty of the Amori- 
can people, except purely in defense matters. Today’s 
dcveíopments show how false these statements wcre, 
even if those who tnade tlieni believed them to be true. 

Whcn thc NATO trcaty was being discussed iu thc 
Senatc, some of its proponents asscrted that thc United 
States would not thereby be comniitted to sending troops 
to Europe. This implicd that prior congressional ac- 
tion would bc required. But since ratification President 
Truman has assumed the right to send them without 
such action. 

3. The U. N. will be the *rch mechanism for the 
hankruptcy of the United States. This bankruptcy 
may take place through actual spending, or through 



inflatiou, or through using up our natural rcsources. 
Probably all thrce would contribute a part toward the 
exhausting of the United States as a nation and a world 
power. 

At the present moment Preïident Truman has as- 
sumed to commit us, in addition to the Korean War, to 
aending troop» to Europc :uid to sending wcll-nigh un- 
linuted quantities of military matériel to Europc and to 
ottaer couotries. 

The Cominunists have clevcrly fostered the idea that 
the United Statcs has "world responsibilitieB." Most 
of our iotcllectuals, and many cven of our businessmen 
and ministcrs of the Ciospel, liave been taken in by 
tlie slogan. "Point 4" is to bc a rhicf means of chan- 
neling away our savings. 

4. TIiÍb U. N. íh nn intolerable thing i» thnt itn 
officinlH nnd lla límcr minionH enjoy extrn-terrl- 
torinJity. Their 18 acres in tha heart of Ncw York 
City is a nation within a nation. This nation within a 
nation is assuming to tell the American peoplc and all 
the rest of the world what to do and how to do it. 

We mcntioned in Council Lettcr 220, Aug. 1. 1949, 
the case of _a woman run down on ÍAing Island by an 
emplovee of the U. N. It proved impossiblc for the in- 
jured pcrson to get any redress—U. N. staff rnembers 
arc in a elass by thcniselves. Tliey can suc, but they 
cannot be sticd in an Americati court—cven on a con- 
tract. 

Thc U. N. hcadquarters and all its agencics are in- 
fested with spies, and probably witb saboteurs. Thc 
sub-title of an article in tbe Saturday Evening Post of 
Nov. 17, 1951, rcads “There is a strong cvidence that 
a group of Communist wreckcrs have penetrated the 
U. N. staff rloar down to the Jevel of junior typists and 
janitors.” 

5. The WaHhington AdminÍHtration, cliiefly, of 
couree, tbe Stalc Department, liolda Ihnt we, liar- 
ing rutified tlm U. N. Charter, mnsl get permÍHBÍnn 
for any action we lake (n international nffnirs. 

We are no longer free to protcct our own citizens 
abroad onc of the first attributes of sovereignty. 

We had to get permission of the U. N. to reduee our 
trade «vith Czcchosiovakia I - 

And for five years we could not send an ambassador 
of our own to Spain because the U. N. had passed a 
resolution asking member nations to withdraw ambas- 
sadors. 

“World Government” 

In recent years there has becn a very vocal, well 
financed movemcnt in the United States for "world gov- 
ernment." The United World P'edcralists has been thc 
leading factor in this. It has been shouted from the 
hollsetops that only through "world govemment” can 
we preserve peace. 

Tweuty-three state legislatures passed resolutions 
favoring the idea. Already, because of the activities of 
the National Economic Council and other groups, six- 
tcen of these states have rescinded their resolutions. 

Not losirg heart, however, United World Federalists 


and other groups seem to have fallen back on the ídea 
of strengtlienipK the U. N. until it bccotnes a world 
govenunent with full powers. Perhaps tHis changc of 
plan is duc to. the faet that the State Department lct 
it be known a year or so ago that it did not favor any in- 
dependcnt organization for world governrnent. It had 
its own plans fdr building up the U N. 

Whole “United Nations” sections of the State De- 
partment are deVoted to promoting the strcngth and 
power of thc U 1 . N. ovcr thc U. S.—in othcr words, pro- 
moting thc subjugation of thc U. S. to an alien power I 
This is one rcason why the Stntc Dcpartnient budget 
bas grown froiii $24 miliion in 1940 to $.161 million in 
1950. 

The Assembly of the U. N., now in session in Paris, 
has a 40-page closely printed agenda. Point 18 of this 
agenda is entitled— 

_"Markad»«fWekaú^a.tai uxdu mntMt?in umi 

strengthen internationa! peace and security in ac- 
cordance wítb thc Purposes and Prinriples of the 
Charter." 

It is a report of the so-calle«l "Collective Measures 
Committce." Gne of the provisions of Point 18 is that 
the member nations— 

"shoutd examine their legislah'on and administra- 
tive regulationj to ensure that they can carry out, 
promptly and effectivcly, United Nations colíective 
measures.” 

Now, a conátlhitional amendment is pending beforc 
llie CongrMí of fhe tkpted States. the aim of which is 
to provide tbát liu trcnti' ratified bv tlie Unitcd States 
shall in an;/ way itfecf American sovcrcignty or super- 
scde the Gjnsfifijliou Wiat is at least rumor has it that 
certain leaders of the U. N—meaning Achcson. Jessup, 
Eleanor Roosevelt and the Europcan Socialist leadcrs 
—have in mind that the U N. should take some action 
that would nullify. if possible, the jiassage of any such 
constitutional amcndment by the United States. 

The United Nations planners invoke constanlly their 
love of "peace.” But, of course, peace was not thc 
aim of those who cooked up the United Nalions and 
were the architects of its structurc, nor of thosc wljp 
are running it today. 

The American people were drugged by lcft-wing 
propaganda unto acccpting the idea of the United Na- 
tions in the first place. Thc method of its organization 
at San Franciaco was inspired by Communists. Alger 
Hiss was at the helm in San Francisco. And Harry D. 
White, Under-Secretarv of the Treasury and right- 
hand man of Sccretarv Morgcnthau. was a promincnt 
factor. White dicd sud’denly, and under mystcrious cir- 
cumstanccs in 1948, just as thc investigation oí Com 
raunists was getting hot. Elizabeth Benllcy, in her book 
"Out of Bondagc (p. 164), diseloses that White was 
particularly valuablc to her in her Communist activities. 
Such were some of the active sponsors of U. N. at its 
birth. 

The U. N. pcople have all along been looking for 
control —world conlrol, especially control of the United 
States.

Most 
of the men responsible for the dire peril Arncrica is in 
todav are still at the hetm. /11 our ofnnion they propose 
through tho United Nations to completc the selling oul 
of /Imerica to a Soeialist world. 

Tbcre’» Only One 
TTring To Do 

Only one course is open to America if she wishcs to 
retiim to frecdom. She must withdraw completely from 
the U. N. and from all of thc alphabetical agcncies that 
threaten her sovereignty. 

Left-wingers and unthinking peoplc, as well as many 
persons who think clearly oti somc subjccts, inay say 
tliat we havc become too involved and that this can r t 
he done. 

The Hell it can’fl 

Since timc out of mind evcry nation has bccn free 
to make a treaty or to 'VJenounce" it, as thc legal phrase 
goes. Any other nation, such as Britain or France. 
would denounce a trcaty in a miimte if she believed it 
to he contrary to her intercsts. The U. N. treaty must 
be dettounccd by the United Stotes. 

Everythiug about the U. X. is contrary to the in- 
terests of thc American people. Thc longer \ve stay in 
ít thc more involved will we hecome, the greater will be 
our flnancial commitments, the more ccrtain will we be 
to bccome involved in war.

Some persons may ask, what then would you sub- 
stitute for the 13. N.? 

Nothing at alll As in the past, America, frce and 
unrestrictcd, can build up her strength awd. as a singlc 
nation, by examplc and by judicious flnancial and moral 
assistance to deservtng countries can excrcise far more 
influence for good in the world than shc evcr can in the 
U. N. or than the U. N. ever can. 

Assumirig the U. N. is a goverment (and if ít is any- 
thing it is a govemment — a supcr-govcmment), the 
American people are Iiving under four layers of gov- 
emrnent—inunicipal, statc, national and intcrnational. 
That simply tvitl not -tvork. 

The time has come for the United States to revise 
her forcigri policy. I-et her begin by wit'ndrawing com- 
pletely from thc Um'ted Nations. 

No action would more hearten real Aniericans.
